^  We,  the  Bishop  and  Clergy,  and  Representatives  of  the  Laity 
of  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland,  within  the  Diocese 
of  Nova  Scotia,  assembled  together,  and  intending  under  God's 
blessing  and  guidance,  to  consider  and  determine  upon  such 
matters  as  shall  appear  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese,  desire,  in  the  first  place,  for  the  avoiding  of  all 
',  misunderstariding  and  scandal,  to  make  a  declaration  of  the 
principles  upon  which  we  propose  to  proceed. 

We  desii'e  that  the  Church  in  this  colony  may  continue,  as  it 
has  been,  an  integral  portion  of  the  United  Church  of  England 
and  Ireland. 

>  We  recognize  the  true  Canon  of  Holy  Scriptures,  as  receive*! 
by  that  Church,  to  be  the  rule  and  standard  of  faith  ;  we  acknow- 
ledge the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  Sacranunits,  together 
with  the  Thirty-nine  Articles  of  Religion,  to  be  the:  true  and 
faithful  declaration  of  the  doctrines  contained  in  Holy  Scriptures  ; 
we  maintain  the  form  of  Church  Government  by  Bishops,  Priests, 
and  Deacons  as  Scriptural  and  Apostolical  ;  sind  we  declare  our 
firm  and  unanimous  resolution,  in  dependence  on    Divine  aid,  to 

)     preserve  those  <loctrines,  and  that  forn>  of  Chui'ch  Government, 

/     and  to  transmit  them  to  our  posterity. 

We  uphold  the  -tncient  doctrine  of  our  Church,  that  the 
Queen  is  rightly  possessed  of  the  chief  government  or  supremacy 
over  all  persons  within  her  dominions,  in  all  causes  whether 
ecclesiastical  or  civil  ;  and  we  desire  that  such  supremacy  may 
conti'Mie  unimpaired. 

It  is  our  earnest  wish  and  determination  to  confine  our 
delibertitions  and  actions  to  matters  of  discipline,  to  the  tempora- 
lities of  the  Church,  and  to  such  regulations  of  order  as  may  tend 
to  Her  efficiency  and  extension.

ACT  OF  INCORPOEATION. 


(Passed  April  29,  1863.) 


Whereas,  it  is  deemed  just  and  expedient  to  incorporate  the 
Diocesan  Synod  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland  of 
this  Province,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  to  hold,  acquire 
and  manage  real  and  personal  estate  for  religious  i)urposes : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Councel  and  Assem- 
bly as  follows  : — 

I.  The  Synod,  consisting  of  the   Bishop,  Clergy,  and  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Laity   of  the   United   Church  of  England  and 
Ireland  in  this  Province  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by    , 
the  name  of  "  The  Diocesan  Synod  of  Nova  Scotia,"  and  by  that 
name  may  take,  receive  and  hold  real   and  personal  estate ;    and     • 
may  let,  sell,  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  of  and  manage  the  same 

or  any  part  thereof. 

II.  Nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  extend  to  abridge  or 
affect  in  any  way  the  rights  or  privileges  of  any  person  or  persons 
not  being  members  of  the  said  Synod,  nor  of  any  corporations,  nor  . 
shall  extend  in  any  manner  to  confer  any  spiritual  jurisdiction  or 
ecclesiastical  rights  whatsoever  upon  the  said  Synod  or  their 
successors. 


An  Act  declaratory  of  the  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Diocesan 

Synod  of  Nova  Scotia. 


(Passed  the  7th  Day  of  May,  A.  D.,  1874.) 


Section  I. — Nothing  in  Chapter  77  of  Acts  18G3  to  interfere 
with  property  of  Churches  in  the  Diocese  of  Nova  Scotia. 

Be    it    declared    and    enacted   by  the  Governor,  Council  and 
Assembly  as  follows : 

I.     Nothing  in  Chapter  77  of  the  Act  of  1863,  entitled  "An 
/  ;t  to  Incorpoiate  the  Diocesan  Synod  of  Nova  Scotia,"  shall  be 
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oonstrued  to  interfere  with,  alter,  or  circuniscribe  in  any  way  the 
property,  whether  real  or  personal,  which  may  now,  or  which  may 
hereafter  belong  to  the  several  respective  Parishes,  Church  Corpora- 
tions or  Church  Cnigregations  in  the  Diocese  of  Nova  Scotia,  or 
other  rights  secured  to  such  Parishes,  Corporations  or  Congrega- 
tions, or  any  of  them,  by  any  A'ct  of  the  Legislature  of  this 
Province,  or  otherwise  howsoever. 


An  Act  to  avtend  the  Act  to   Incorporate  the  Diovesan  Synod 

of  Nova  Scotia. 

Be  it  declared  and  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and 
Assembly  as  follovvs  : — 

I.  Nothwithstanding  anything  contained  in  the  Act  to  incor- 
porate the  Diocesan  Synod  of  Nova  Scotia,  the  Clergy  and  Laity 
of  the  Chur-'h  of  England  in  the  Province  of  Prince  Edward  Island 
(who  before  the  passing  of  such  Act  of  Incorporation  were  repre- 
sented in  the  Synod  of  Nova  Scotia)  may,  so  long  as  they  coninue 
to  be  under  the  jurisdition  of  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  be 
admitted  as  members  of  such- incorporated  Synod,  and  may  enjoy 
and  exercise  the  same  rights  and  privileges  therein  as  the  Clergy 
and  Laity  of  the  Church  of  England  in  this  Province. 

II.  So  much  of  Chapter  77  of  the  Acts  of  1863,  entitled, 
"An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Diocesan  Synod  of  Nova  Scotia,"  or 
of  any  other  assisting  enactment  ar  is  inconsistant  with  this  Act, 
is  repealed. 


An  Act  to  constitute  the  Bi  ^lop  of  Nova  Scotia  a  Corporation 

sole. 


(Passed  the  4tii  Day  of  April,  A.D.,  187G.) 


Whereas,  The  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia  has  been  constituted  a 
corporation  sole  by  Ptoyal  Letters  patent,  and  has  in  that  capacity 
received,  held,  and  conveyed  real  estate : 

Be  it  declared  and  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and 
Assembly  as  follows : —

1.  The  present  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia  is,  and  he  and  his 
successors  in  office  (hily  elected  or  acknowledged  by  tlie  Synod  of 
the  Diocese  of  Nova  Scotia,  shall  be  a  corporation  sole,  with 
perpetual  succession,  retaining  the  name  of  the  Lord  IMshop  of 
Nova  Scotia,  heretofore  used,  and  all  real  estate  conveyed  to,  or 
vested  in  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  whether  in  trust  or  otherwise, 
shall  be  vested  in  the  said  corporation  sole,  subject  to  all  existing 
trusts. 

2.  Nothing  within  this  Act  contained  shall  extend  in  any 
manner  to  confer  any  spiritual  jurisdiction  or  ecclesiastical  rights 
whatsoever  upon  tho  said  Episcopal  corporation  hereby  continued 
or  created. 

CHURCH  ACT. 


(Passed  ix  1870,  a>:d  Amfinued  1879.) 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Assembly  as 
follows  : — 

1.  No  person  shall  officiate  as  a  Minister  of  the  Church  of 
England  within  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia  but  such  as  shall  be 
duly  licensed  or  instituted  to  the  cure  of  souls  by  the  Bishoj)  of 
the  Diocese,  having  previously  subscribed  to  such  declarations  of 
assent  and  conformity  to  the  doctrines  and  discipline  of  the  Church 
of  England  as  may  be  enjoined  in  England  at  the  time  of  making 
such  subscriptions,  except  so  far  ns  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  be 
contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  the  Canons  or  Regulations  of  the 
Provincial  or  Diocesan  Synods.  And  no  license  or  institution 
shall  be  refused  without  the  reasons  therefore  being  duly  signified 
in  writing  and  delivered  to  the  apjilicant  within  three  months  from 
the  date  of  application  from  such  license  or  letters  of  institution. 

2.  The  Parishes  already  established  shall  renuiin  as  hereto- 
fore, and  when  any  church  sliall  be  erected  for  Divine  Service, 
according  to  the  rites  of  the  Church  of  England,  the  Bislio])  of  the 
Diocese  may  allot  a  district  which  shall  be  tho  ])ari«h  of  such 
church.  The  Bishop  may  also  divide  and  sub-divide  any  Parish 
now  established  or  hereafter  to  be  established  ;  but  no  Parish  shall 
be  divided  or  sub-divided  unless  on  the  applicfition  of  the  nuijority 
of  the  parishioners  present  at  any  public  meeting  of  the  Parish 
called  for  the  consideration  of  such  a  measure.

3.  When  any  rectory  shall  l)e  vacant  a  meeting  ^  the 
parishioners  shall  be  summoned  either  by  the  C'hnrch  Wardens  or 
by  any  five  pai'ishioners,  either  by  notice  given  in  the  chureh,  or 
churches  if  there  be  more  than  one,  during  the  time  of  Divine 
Service,  cr  if  there  be  no  ]»ublic  service  in  the  Parish,  then  by 
notice  affixed  to  the  door  or  doors  of  the  church  ov  churches,  such 
notice  to  be  given  in  any  case  not  less  than  15  nor  more  than 
thirty  days  before  the  day  of  meeting,  at  which  meeting  a  clergy- 
man in  full  orders  of  the  Church  of  England,  or  any  branch  of  the 
Church  of  England,  may  be  elected  Eector  by  a  majority  of  the 
parishioners  then  present.  A  copy  of  the  resolution  containing 
the  name  of  tho  jjcrson  elected  shall  be  forthwith  forwarded  to  the 
Bishop,  attested  by  the  signature  of  the  Chairman  and  twc  other 
parishioners ;  and  the  Clergymen  so  elect,  when  he  shall  liave 
obtained  the  Bishop's  Letters  of  Institution,  shall  be  inducted  by 
the  Bishop  into  the  said  Parish.  If  no  election  be  made  within 
twelve  months  atter  the  occurrence  of  a  vacancy,  the  Bishop  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  appoint  a  Rector. 

4.  The  Eector,  or  Clergymen  officiating  as  Hector,  and  the 
parishioners  of  every  Parish,  shall  meet  annually  on  Monday  in 
Easter  week,  notice  of  the  hour  and  place  of  meeting  having  been 
first  given  by  the  Rector  or  olficiating  Clergyman,  at  which  meet- 
ing two  Church  Wardens  and  twelve  Vestrymen  shall  l)e  chosen 
by  the  parishioners,  and  any  parish  business  may  be  transacted. 
The  Rector,  with  the  Church  Wardens  and  Vestry  so  elected,  in 
all  matters  connected  with  tlie  Church  and  pe.rsons  usually  attend- 
ing its  services  and  ordinances  within  their  respective  Parishes, 
shall  have  the  like  powers  as  they  hiive  heretofore  exercised  in 
this  Province.  In  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  or  Clergyman 
officiating  as  Rector,  or  as  a  duly  licensed  Curate,  the  parishioners 
may  at  any  meeting  elect  their  own  Chairman.  Wliere  there  are 
two  or  more  churches  in  one  Parish,  the  congregation  of  each 
Church  other  than  the  Parish  Church  may  meet  together  annually 
td  appoint  two  Chapel  Wardens,  M'ho,  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry,  shall  have  the  charge  of  said  Church 
or  Chapel  ;  and  the  exercise  of  this  right  shall  not  interfei'e  with 
the  right  of  the  jtarishioners  included  in  the  said  congregation  or 
congregations,  to  take  ])art  in  the  Easter  meeting  for  the  election 
of  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  for  the  whole  Parish. 


0.      If  in  consequence  of  a  vacancy,  or  ff)r  any  other  reason  no 
Easter  meeti'^g  shall  be  held  in  any   Parish,  the  Church   Wardens

and  Vestry  of  the  previous  yscar  shall  continue  in  office,  provided 
that  any  Warden  or  Vestryman  may  resign  his  office,  by  notice  in 
writing  sent  to  the  Bishop  or  to  his  Commissary  administering 
the  Diocese,  who,  upon  the  receipt  of  any  such  resignation  shall 
communicate  the  same  to  the  Parochial  authorities.  In  case  of 
the  refusal  to  act  of  any  person  elected  to  the  office  of  Church 
Warden  or  Vestryman,  or  of  any  vacancy  or  of  vacancies  in  either 
of  the  said  offices  (by  death  or  resignation)  the  vacancy  or 
vacancies  may  be  filled  at  a  meeting  held  at  any  time  f)f  the  year, 
as  hereafter  provided,  after  due  notice.  Either  at  the  Easter 
meeting,  or  if  so  ordered  at  the  Easter  meeting,  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Vestry  held  not  later  than  three  weeks  after  the  Parish  meet- 
ing or  adjourned  Parish  meeting,  the  out-going  Wardens  shall 
present  their  accounts,  and  shall  transfer  to  the  newly  elected 
Wardens  the  books  and  all  documents,  monies  (U'  other  property 
belonging  to  the  Parish  which  shall  be  in  thair  jjossession. 

(>.     The  Ptector,  Church  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  each  Parish 
shall  together  be  a  body  politic  and   corporate    with  the  style  of 

"The  Eector,  Wardens  and  Vestry   of  tlie   Parish  of ,"  with 

power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  receive  grants  of  real  and  personal 
estate  for  the  use  of  the  Church  and  all  Parish  purposes,  to  improve 
the  same  and  receive  the  rents  thereof  for  the  like  use,  and  with 
the  approval  of  the  Bishop  to  sell  and  convey  such  real  and 
personal  property,  and  to  have  a  common  seal  and  to  make  by- 
laws and  regulations,  consistent  with  the  laws  of  the  Province, 
for  the  management  of  the  temporalities  of  the  (Jhurch  and  the 
due  and  orderly  conducting  of  the  affairs  ;  ])rovided,  nevertheless, 
that  if  al  any  time  the  Pariah  be  without  a  Pector  the  same  rights 
and  jn'ivileges  shall  be  vested  in  the  "^ardens  and  Vestry  until 
the  ap})ointment  of  a  Hector,  .\xce])t  as  far  as  relates  to  the 
permanent  alienation  of  any  ])ropevty.  All  the  real  and  personal 
pro}ierty  belonging  to  any  Parochial  corporation,  shall  hereafter  Ik; 
and  become  vested  in  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  that 
Parish  in  their  corjiorate  capacity,  su I »jer*^  to  any  existing  right.«  or 
trusts  therein, 

7.  'i'he  outgoing  Wanle?is  of  each  Parish  shall  ])repare  and 
submit  to  the  annual  nu'eting  of  ])arishioner8,  a  return  of  the 
projiert}'  of  the  parochial  corporation,  whether  real  or  personal,  and 
of  all  monies  that  niny  have  ixum  inv(^sted  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
cor,)oration  during  such  ^v-ar,  anil  a  schedule  of  the  securities  aiul 
the  raie  of  interest  u])ou  which  such  investinentH  have  been  made, 
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which  return  the  incoming  Wardens  shall  within  three  weeks 
forward  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese.  And  if  at  any  time  the 
Bishop  has  reason  to  believe,  in  conseqnence  of  information 
received,  that  the  property  of  any  Parish  is  not  rightly  adminis- 
tered, he  may  i  litute  legal  proceedings  against  the  corporation, 
or  any  officers  of  the  said  Parish,  through  whose  default  or  neglect 
any  loss  may  have  been  occasioned. 

8.  The  following  persons  sh.all  be  entitled  to  vote  at  all 
meetings  of  Parishioners  of  any  parish  of  the  Church  of  England  : — 

(1 .)  Men  of  full  age  who  are,  and  wlio  have  been  for  not  less 
than  six  months,  communicants  in  the  said  Parish. 

(2.)  Men  of  full  age  who  are,  members  of  the  Church  of 
England,  habitually  attending  the  services  thereof,  within  the 
parish  for  which  they  claim  to  vote,  except  when  temporarily 
hindered  by  absence  from  their  ordinary  residence  or  any  other 
unavoidable. impediment,  such  attendance  having  commenced  not 
less  than  three  months  previous  to  the  day  of  meeting,  being  pew- 
holders,  or  otherwise  contributors  towards  the  funds  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  ministrations  of  the  said  Church  of  England,  in  any 
Church  or  Chapel,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  corporation  of  the 
said  parish,  and  who  are  not  more  than  six  months  in  arrears  in 
respect  to  such  contributions. 

Provided  always  that  any  person  voting,  may  be  required  by 
the  chairman  of  the  meeting  or  any  parishioner  present  to  sign  the 
following  declaration: — "I  do  declare  that  I  am  a  member  of  the 
Church  of  England,  and  belong  to  no  other  religious  denomination, 
and  am  qualified  as  recpiired  by  clause  2,  section  8,  of  the  Church 
Act,"  And  also,  when  not  voting  as  a  communicant,  to  produce 
a  receii)t  or  certificate  from  the  Church  or  Chapel  Wardens,  or  one 
of  them,  or  the  Vestry  Clerk,  showing  that  he  is  such  pew-h(»lder 
or  contributor,  and  that  he  is  not  more  than  six  nonths  in  arrears 
as  aforesaid.    .     - 

The  ])ari,shioners  nuiy,  from  time  to  time,  at  any  regular  aJinual 
parish  meeting,  define  what  contributions  shall  be  deemed  necessaay 
to  qmilify  a  ])erson  not  a  pew-holder  to  vote  at  any  subsequent 
meeting,  and  the  mode  and  time  ol'  ])ayment  of  such  dtlinition  of 
qualification  shall  not  take  oft'ect  at  any  meeting  held  within  six 
months. 
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9.  The  Eector,  or  Clergyman  officiating  as  such,  and  the 
Church  Wardens,  and  Yestry,  may  meet  for  the  transation  of 
business  as  often  as  occasion  may  require  at  the  instance  of  the 
Rector,  or  the  Church  Wardens,  or  on  the  re(|uisition  oi  tht 
majority  of  the  Vestry,  made  to  the  Eector  or  Cliurch  Wardens,  a 
majority  of  tlie  whole  number  of  members  of  the  Corporation  being 
a  quorum  for  the  transation  of  Inisiness  ;  and  the  Hector  or 
Clergyman  officiating  as  such.  Church  Wardens,  Vestry  and 
Parishioners,  may  assemble  for  business  connected  with  the  ])ari3h 
as  often  as  it  may  be  considered  necessary,  either  at  Hie  instance 
or  upon  the  api)lication  of  the  IJector,  or  Clergyman  officiating  as 
such,  or  the  Church  Wardens,  or  the  Parishioners,  provided  that 
ten  at  least  of  the  latter  sign  a  re([uisition  to  that  effect,  notice  of 
such  meeting  aud  of  the  business  to  be  transacted  thereat  having 
been  given  during  Divine  Service  in  the  Parish  Church  on  some 
Sunday,  at  least  three  days  previously,  by  the  minister  of  the 
Parish,  wdio  shall  give  the  required  rotice  whenever  called  upon 
as  aforesaid,  provided  that  such  notice  shall  be  placed  in  his  hands 
in  writing  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  of  giving 
notice. 

10.  All  engagements  for  the  salary  of  a  minister,  or  for  the 
temjtorary  performance  of  Divine  ministration  shall  be  made  by 
the  Church  Wardens  and  Vestry,  and  any  suljscription  towards 
the  payment  of  such  salary,  or  other  engagenuint,  may  be  sued  for 
and  collected  l)y  said  Church  Wardens. 

11.  No  conveyance  by  lease  or  otherwise  of  any  parsonage 
held  by  a  Minister  of  tiu;  Church  of  England  shall  be  valid  for  a 
longer  per'od  tiian  his  own  incumltency,  find  no  such  conveyance 
of  any  pro])erty  belonging  to  any  Parish  or  held  by  any  Hector  in 
virtue  of  his  office  shall  be  valid  i'or  a  hniger  ])ei'iod  than  as  afore- 
said, uidt'ss  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Chui'ch  Wardens  and 
Vestry  expressed  in  writing  under  tluiir  conuiion  seal,  and  in  no 
case  for  a  longer  jicriod  ihiin  twenty-oni^  years;  but  with  the 
concurrence  ol'  the  Hisliop,  the  Ucctor  and  the  ('hurch  Wardens 
anil  Vestry  fnll  and  absolute  sale  nnd  conveyance  nuiy  be  made 
of  any  glebe  land  or  other  ival  estate  belonging  to  the  Parish,  ii 
the  same  be  thought  for  the  interests  thereof. 

12.  No  jterson  shall  be  eleeti^d  a  Church  Warden  or  N'estry- 
man  who  is  not  qualilied  to  vote  at  u  Church  jueeting  undei 
Clause  eight. 
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13,  The  Lord  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia  may  grant  a  license  to 
ofhciate  as  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England  in  th's  Province 
to  any  person  who  shall  have  leen  admitted  to  the  order  of  Priest 
or  Deacon  by  any  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America,  anything  in  the  Act  of  the  Imperial 
Parliament  of  the  26th  year  of  his  late  jMajesty  King  George  III, 
Cap.  84,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

14.  Cap.  25  of  4th  Series  of  the  Revised  Statutes  is  hereby 
rej)ealed. 


Av  Act  to  vent  in  the  Diocesan  Si/nod  of  Kova  Sootat  the  funds 

held  by  the  D.  C.  S. 

Whereas,  At  a  meeting  of  the  I).  C,  S.  held  in  the  month  of 
July,  1S7G,  it  was  resolved,  k,c.,  &c. 

And  whereas,  At  the  General  Session  of  Diocesan  Synod  of 
Nova  Scotia,  iield  in  the  same  month,  tiie  said  resohition  was 
adopted  by  the  Synod  : 

And  'ivhereas.  It  is  considered  expedient,  in  order  to  carry 
such  resolution  into  effect,  that  an  Act  be  passed  to  \est  in  the 
said  ])i(jcesan  Synod  of  Nova  Scotia  all  and  other  pi'o[)trty  held 
in  ti'ust  by  or  foi-  the  said  D.  C.  S. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Assembly 
as  foUow.s  :  , 

I.  All  j)voperty,  re^d  and  personal,  hidd  by  or  in  trust  for 
the  J).  C  S,  oi-  other  funds  respectively  connected  therewith,  are 
hercdty  (hH.'lare(|  to  have  become  \fste(l  in  the  Diocesan  Synod  of 
N.  S.  in  ti'Ust,  to  be  held  and  manageil  for  the  several  purposes 
for  which  they  lia,V(!  beretofei'e  been  held  and  manage<l  by  the 
D.  C  S.  as  fully  and  eft'ectnully  as  the  same  were  previously 
vested  in  or  held  in  trust  t'oi*  said  D.  C.  S. 

2.  The  said  Synod  shall  be  bound  to  fullil  all  (.'ngagementH 
made  by  t!iesai<l  Society  previous  to  such  tratisfer.  and  toolisc-rve 
all  till'  conditions  unde)-  which  the  several  funds  may  have  Iwvn 
!ield  in  trust  by  the  said  Society. 
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3.  In  all  cases  where  moneys  of  D.  C.  S.  have  been  loaned 
on  inortgn^e  in  this  Province  for  the  benefit  of  any  trust  funrls 
in  connection  with  said  Society  anri  in  all  like  cases  it  shall  ami 
may  be  lawful,  in  case  of  the  payments  of  the  amounts  due  on 
such  mortgages,  for  the  said  Synod  to  discharge  such  mortgages, 
by  writing  under  their  seal,  and  thereby  the  mortgagees,  their 
heirs,  executors,  administrators,  or  assigns,  shall  be  fully  dis- 
chai'ged  from  all  further  liability  on   account  of  such  mortgages. 

4.  The  receipt  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Synod  shall  be  a 
sufficient  dischai-ge  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  Society  for  all 
monies  and  securities  transferred  by  him. 


CONSTITUTION  OF  SYNOD. 


1 .  I'eriodical  meetings  shall  be  held,  oomposed  of  the  Bishop, 
Clergy  and  Laity  of  this  Diocese ;  and  their  assembly,  constituted 
as  hereafter  piovided,  shall  be  called  "The  Diocesan  Synod  of  Nova 
Scotia." 


2.  Every  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  duly  licoiscd  by  the 
Bishop,  shall  have  a  seat  in  the  Synod,  Presbyters  alone  having 
the  right  of  voting.  The  Laity  shall  appear  by  their  Kepresenta- 
tives.  .  .      . 


3.  An  election  of  Representatives  shall  take  place  at  the 
Easter  meeting  held  in  each  Parish  or  Ecclesiastical  District  next 
before  each  ordinary  meeting  of  the  Synod,  and  on  the  same  day 
in  each  District,  which  may  be  entitled  to  elect  Keja-esentatives 
under  Clause  9.  Within  IJO  days  after  election  the  Chairman 
shall  send  the  names  of  the  l\epresentatives  to  the  Lay  Secretary. 
The  ]*arishes  shall  have  the  liberty  of  choosing  their  Ke])re8enta- 
tives  from  any  part  of  the  Diocese.  , 

The  following  Kesoluticjn  was  a.doj)ted  at  the  Eighth  Ses8i«)n  : — 

"That  atteiitioti  l)o  diroclod  to  the  »lifli(nilty  wliich  Iuih  ariHon  in  hotiio  (laHOrt

4.  In  any  Parish  or  Mission  where,  in  consequence  of  a 
vacancy   in  the   iiu'umbency  or  the   absence!   of  the  minister,  no

Easter  nieetin<2;  has  been  held,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Church 
Wardens,  or  three  members  of  the  Vestry,  to  summon  a  meeting, 
giving  due  notice  of  the  same,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Repre- 
sentatives for  the  next  Session  of  the  Diocesan  Synod, 

5.  At  the  regular  election  of  Synodical  Representatives 
provisional  Representatives  may  be  elected. 

6.  The  Representatives  of  the  Tiaity  must  be  at  least 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  having  been  communicants  for  the 
twelve  months  preceding  the  election :  and  every  adult  male 
parishioner  may  vote  for  the  Parish  or  District  of  which  he  is  a 
member  upon  subscribing  the  following  declaration  (if  rec^uired  by 
the  Chairman  or  any  ])arishioner  present) :  "  I  do  declare  that  I 
am  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Enoland  and  belong  to  no  other 
religious  denomination."  . 

1'.  Each  Reiiresentative  shall  receive  from  his  Minister  a 
certificate  that  lie  is  (puililied  as  above,  and  from  the  Chairman  of 
the  meeting  at  which  he  is  elected,  a  certificiite  of  his  election, 
and  shall  continue  in  oftice  until  his  successor  be  appointed; 
provided  that  any  Representative  may  resign  at  any  time  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

NoTK.  At  tlif  Si'cond  SosMJoii  tlio  Synod  i-nsolvod  tlint  tlic  words  "  liis 
Minister,"  in  tlio  al)ovu  dausn,  sliall  moan  tho  Ministi'r  from  whom  lie  receives 
the  Ht)ly  Coinnmnion,  or  any  ('lergyman  of  the  Church  of  Knghmd  who  can 
<;ertify  tliat  ho  is  :\  foiiHiHinicant. 

8.  If  a  vacancy  should  occur  in  the  number  of  Rejjresentatives 
the  minister  shall  pi'oceed  to  ai)point  a  new  election  with  as  little 
delay  as  jMissibhi  after  Av  notice  ;  and  in  case  tlu^re  l)e  no  Minister, 
then  the  Church  Ward(  iis  oi'  tliree  members  of  the  Vestry,  or  if 
there  be  no  Wardens  or  Vestry,  tlien  any  five  parishioners  may 
summon  ii  meeting  to  till  up  the  vacancy. 

9.  Each  Parish  or  district  within  a  Parish  that  nuiy  have 
been  placed  under  tlie  charge  of  a  (Jlergynum  other  than  the 
J(ector  may  send  two  HepresenUitives.  Chu  lies,  Missions  or 
KiCclesiastical  disti'icts,  undei'  the  chtirge  of  a  Clergyman,  other 
than  the  Rector,  may  elect  IleprescMitalives  to  the  Synod,  provided, 
that  no  such  ('hurcli,  Mission  oi'  Ecclesiastical  district  shall  elect 
more  thini  two  I'cjiresentntives.  nud  proruleil  aluo,  that  the 
consent  of  any  Rectors  interestetl  shall  have  been  first  obtained. 
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10.  Each  Parish  or  district  represented  in  this  Synod  shall 
be  assessed  for  the  purposes  of  the  Synod.  The  Finance 
Committee,  one  member  of  which  shall  be  a  representative  of  a 
parish  or  district  in  Prince  Edward  Island  shall,  subject  to  the 
supervision  of  the  Execative  committee,  be  the  assessment 
committee.  The  assessment  shall  be  made  early  in  each  year 
in  which  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Synod  is  to  be  held 
and  communicated  to  the  Rector  or  officiating  Minister  of  each 
parish  or  district  not  less  than  four  weeks  before  Easter.  The 
amount  assessed  shall  be  due  and  shall  l)e  remitted  to  the  Treasurer 
of  Synod  immedia,tely  after  the  Easter  Meeting;  and  no  Repre- 
sentative shall  be  allowed  to  taive  his  seat  at  the  onsuing  Session 
of  the  Synod  until  the  sum  so  assessed  shall  have  been  paid, 
together  with  any  arrears  that  may  thereafter  become  due. 

11.  The  Chairman  at  the  meeting  in  each  Parish  irr  the 
election  of  representatives  to  the  Synod  shall,  upon  the  election 
of  such  representatives,  forthwith  transmit  to  the  Lay  Secretary 
the  certificate  of  election  and  also  the  certificate  of  qualification. 

The  Treasurer  and  the  Lay  t.nd  Clerical  Secretaries  shall  be  a 
Standing  Committee  on  Credentials,  whose  duty  it  shall  l)e  to 
examine  such  certificates,  and  also  ascertain  what  Parishes,  if  any, 
have  not  paid  the  assessment  for  which  they  have  been  respectively 
liable,  and  rejuirt  thereon  to  the  Bishop  on  the  day  before  the  day 
of  the  meeting  of  the  Synod.  Said  report  to  contain  the  names  of 
those  Representatives  only  whose  qualifications  have  been  com- 
pleted five  days  before  the  nu^etingof  the  Synod.  The  Bisho])  shall, 
immediately  upon  the  opening  of  the  Synod,  lay  such  report  upon 
the  table.  •'  '     '  ' 

If  any  objection  be  made  to  such  report  on  behalf  of  any 
person  claiming  seats  in  the  Synod  a.>  lay  representatives,  the 
same  shall  bo  referred  to  a  S]>ecial  Committee  on  Credentials  of 
seven  members,  of  which  the  Standing  Committee  on  Credentials 
shall  be  ex  officio  members,  together  with  four  lay  members,  wliose 
right  to  a  seat  in  the  Synod  is  unquestioned. 

No  Rei)resentative  whose  rigiit  to  a  sent  in  the  Synod  is 
questioned,  sliall  be  a  mend)er  of  or  vote  for  members  of  the 
S})ecial  CcMumittee  on  Credentials. 

In  case  the  certificates  of  tdection  and  qualification  have  not 
been  transmitted   as   Ijorein   l)efoie   prcvided,  the  Synod  nuiy,  for 
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good  rnd  sufficient  cause,  permit  any  Representative  at  any  time 
to  take  his  seat  who  produces  sufficient  proof  of  election  and 
qualification.  When  the  precedence  of  provisonal  Representatives 
is  not  regulated  by  the  certificate  of  ai)pointment  it  shall  be 
regulated  as  follows :  .  . 

If  more  than  one  person  is  named  in  any  certificate,  then  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  named. 

If  tliere  is  more  than  one  certificate,  then  according  to  the 
Alphabetical  order  of  the  initials  of  the  surnames. 

When  a  provisional  Representative  shall  have  been  called  and 

taken  his  seat,  he  shall  retain  it  during  the  session  to  the  exclusion 

'  of  the  regular  Representative ;  but  if  the  Synod  adjourns  for  over 

a  week,  the  Representatives  shall  be  entitled  to  take  their  seats 

after  the  adjournment  as  at  the  commencement  of  a  new  session. 

12.  The  quorum  required  to  constitute  a  Session  of  the  Synod 
shall  consist  of  not  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  whole  number  of 
qualified  Presbyters  in  the  Diocese,  and  of  the  Lay  Representatives 
whose  election  shall  have  been  certified  to  the  Lay  Secretary ; 
but  no  vote  of  the  Synod  shall  be  taken  unless  in  the  presence  of 
at  least  three-fourths  of  those  forming  the  quorum,  with  the  Bishop 
or  his  commissaiy  presiding. 

13.  The  vote  of  each  order  sliall  be  taken  soperataly,  such 
vote  being  determined  l)y  tht;  majority  of  tho  members  present 
and  voting  in  each  order.  And  no  iiet  or  resolution  of  the 
Diocesan  Synod  shall  be  valid  which  shall  not  have  received  the 
concurrent  consent  of  the  Bishop,  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity. 

NoTK.  At  tin'  Socdiid  Si'ssioii  tlu>  Synoil  icsoIvimI  tlmt  all  tlic  iiu'inliers  (if 
the  SviuhI  pifsciit  1)1'  t'i'(|iiiiv(l  t(j  voir  on  ovciy  (|m'Hti<m. 

14.  The  Chn'gy  Ijcing  under  the  obligation  inq)lied  in  their 
subscription  to  the  Thirty-nine  Articles,  it  is  not  conq.etent  for 
the  Diocesan  Synod  to  make  alterations  in  those  formularies,  or  in 
the  method  of  interj)retati(jn  laid  down  in  the  Declaration 
juefixcd  to  the  Thirty-niiu^  Avticlos,  or  in  the  Book  of  Common 
Priiyer  of  the  ITniled  Church  of  Kngland  and  Ireland,  or  tinally 
in  the  anthori/ed  version  of  the  ILdy  Scriptures.  With  these 
exceptions,  the  Diocesan  Synod  nuiy  deliberate  and  decide,  by  a 
majority  of  votes  taken  as  specified  in  Art.  13,  on  all  matters 
rtlfectint:  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 
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15.  There  shall  be  two  Secretaries — one  chosen  by  the  Clergy, 
the  othgr  by  the  Laity — who  shall  keep  regular  minutes  of  all 
proceedings  of  the  Synod. 

16.  The  ordinary  meetings  of  the  Synod  shall  be  biennial, 
but  the  Bishop  (or  in  his  absence  the  Archdeacon)  shall  have 
power  to  summon  additional  meetings  at  his  discretion.  The 
ordinary  place  of  meeting  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Halifax,  but  if 
an  invitation  be  given  from  any  town  in  the  Diocese  by  residents 
of  such  town  willing  to  make  themselves  responsible  for  the  due 
accommodation  of  the  Synod,  and  if  the  accepting  of  such 
invitation  be  recommended  by  the  Executive  Committee  the  Synod 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  accept  it. 

17.  Any  proposition  for  an  alteration  of  the  Constitution  or  • 
Canons  shall  be  introduced  in  writing  and  considered  at  the 
meeting  at  which  it*  was  proposed,  and  if  approved  by  a  majority 
shall  lie  over  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Synod,  and  if  then  again 
approved  by  majorities  consisting  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of 
both  Clergy  and  Lay  Representatives  present  and  voting  and  by 
the  Bishop,  it  shall  be  adopted ;  but  no  vote  in  confirmation  of  an 
alteration  in  the  Constitutions  or  Canons  of  the  Synod  shall  be 
taken  except  at  an  ordinary  meeting  of  tlie  Synod.  Any 
proposition  standing  over  for  confirmation  which  shall  not  have 
been  brought  before  the  Synod  for  two  consecutive  regular  sessions 
shall  lapse.  , 

18.  Members  of  the  Church  may  be  present  at  meetings  of 
the  Synod,  on  the  understanding  that  they  inust  l)e  s^ibjcct  to  the 
directions  of  the  Chairman ;  and  they  must  be  required  by  him 
to  withdraw  upon  the  application  of  any  three  members  of  the 
Synod. 

19.  The  Bishop  is  recommended  by  the  Synod  to  adopt  the 
following  Declaration,  suggested  by  the  Lambeth  Conference  : 

Declaration  to  he  made  (in  addition  to  aiii/  declaration' 
required  hy  the  rules  of  the  Province  or  Diocese  as  to 
doctrine  and  worship)  hy  persons  to  he  admitted  to  Holy 
Orders,  and  liy  Clergynn'/ri  to  he  ad)iiitte('  to  tlie  cure  of 
souls,  or  to  any  other  office  or  trust  in  the  Church : 

"  I,  A.'  B.,  do  declare  that  I  consent  to  be  bound  hy  all  the 
rules  and  regulations  which  have  lieretoforc  been  made,  or  whicli

and  the   Provincial  Synod  of  or  either  of 

them  [and  in  consideration  of  being  appointed 
I  hereby  undertake  immediately  after  final  judgment  to  resign  the 
said  appointment,  together  with  all  the  rights  and  emoluments 
appertaining  thereto,  if  sentence  requiring  such  resignation  should 
at  any  time  be  passed  upon  me,  after  due  examination  held  by  the 
tribunal  appointed  by  the  Synods  of  the  aforesaid  Province  and 
Diocese  for  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman ;  saving  all  rights  of  appeal,"] 

[The  part  in  brackets  to  be  omitted  when  tliere  is  no  appoint- 
ment to  a  cure  of  souls,  or  office,  or  trust.] 

20.  Every  Parish  or  Mission  in  the  Diocese  is  expected  to 
make  at  least  an  annual  offering  both  to  its  Home  and  Foreign 
Missions ;  and  not  later  than  on  the  second  day  of  each  Session 
of  this  Synod,  at  such  hour  as  the  Bishop  or  Chairman  shall  sje 
fit,  the  Secretary  shall  read  out  the  names  of  all  Parishes  and 
Missions,  with  the  amount  (if  any)  paid  by  them  into  the 
respective  Treasurer's  hands. 

21.  The  following  regulations  shall  be  observed  in  the 
election  of  Delegates  to  the  General  and  Provincial  Synods : — 

If  more  than  the  required  luimber  of  delegates  has  been 
nominated,  then  the  Clergy  shall  ballot  for  the  Clerical  Delegates 
and  tht  Laity  for  the  Lay  Delegates.  The  required  number  of 
candidates  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  then  be  put 
— tbe  Clerical  delegates  to  the  Laity  and  vice  versa;  and  each 
Order  must  accept  or  reject  the  election  of  the  other  as  a  whole. 

The  Substitutes  shall  be  elected  in  tlie  same  way,  after  the 
declaration  of  the  names  of  the  A^elegates  elect. 
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CANONS'  OF  THE  DIOOESE  OF  NOVA  SCOTIA. 


CANON  I. 


RE(;ULATIONS  FOR  THE  DISCIPLINE  OF  THE  CLER^JY. 


PREAMBLE. 

Whkreas,  It  is  expedient  to  dofino  the  mode  in  whidi  tlie  power  of  the 
Bishop  shall  be  exercised  ; — We,  the  Bishop,  Clergy  and  Representatives  of  the 
Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  Nova  Scotia,  have  agreed  upon  the  following  Rules  to  he 
observed  in  order  to  secure  a  fair  and  impartial  tribunal  for  the  tiial  of  any 
Clergyman  who  may  hereafter  be  charged  with  any  ofl'ence  rcndeiing  him  liable 
to  any  Ecclesiastical  sentence. 

I.  In  every  case  of  any  Clevk  in  Holy  orders  who  may  be 
charged  with  any  offence  against  the  laws  ecclesiastical,  or  con- 
cerning whom  there  may  exist  scandal  or  evil  report,  the  Bishop 
shall,  upon  the  written  application  in  duplicate  of  seven  male 
communicants  of  the  Parish  in  which  the  accused  resided,  one  of 
whom  shall  lie  named  as  Secretary,  or  may,  if  he  shall  think  fit, 
of  his  own  mere  motion,  issue  a  Commission  under  his  hand  and 
seal  to  five  Presbyters  of  not  less  than  seven  years'  standing  and 
the  Commissioners  so  appointed,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall  inquire 
into  the  truth  of  the  charges  alleged  against  the  party  accused  as 
set  forth  in  their  Commission,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such 
inquiry  having  been  given  to  the  party  accused  and  to  the  persons, 
if  any,  upon  whose  application  or  complaint  the  commission  may 
have  been  issued  (through  their  Secretary),  not  less  than  thirty 
days  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  commencement  of  the  . 
inquiry. 

And  in  the  course  of  such  inquiry  the  Commissioners  shall 
receive  all  such  evidence  as  may  be  tendered  to  them  whether  for 
or  against  the  party  accused,  and  said  evidence  shall  be  taken 
down  by  them  in  writing. 

And  the  said  Commissioners,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall  report' 
in  writing  within  30  days  from  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  hearing, 
unless  ihey,  or  any  three  of  them,  shpll  by  a  memorandum  in 
writing  extend  such  time,  whether  in  the  opinion  of  the  majority 
of  those  present  there  be  or  be  not  sufficient  rima  facie  ground 
for  ifistitutiug  further  proceedings  ;  which  jport  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  copy  of  the  evidence  upon  whicn  it  is  founded. 
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II.  And  in  all  cases  when  the  Commissioners,  or  any  three 
of  them,  shall  have  reported  that  there  is  priTna  facie  ground  for 
further  proceedings,  the  Bishop,  with  the  written  consent  of  the 
party  accused,  may  pronounce  judgment  without  further  proceed- 
ings. .  . 

III.  If  the  Commissioners,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall  report 
that  there  is  jjri'ma  facie  ground  for  the  further  proceeding,  and 
the  party  accused  shall  not  consent  to  have  judgment  pronounced 
as  aforesaid,  then,  but  not  otherwise,  three  Clerks  in  Holy  Orders, 
or  three  Clerks  and  three  Layman,  shall  be  nominated  as  hereafter 
provided  to  sit  with  the  Bishop  or  his  Commissary,  specially  ap- 
pointed for  this  purpose  to  hear  the  cause. 

IV.  In  every  case  where  prima  facie  ground  for  further 
proceedings  has  been  found,  and  in  which,  from  the  nature  of  the 
offence  charged,  the  charge  not  being  one  of  error  in  Doctrine  only, 
it  shall  appear  to  the  Bishop  that  great  scandal  is  likely  to  arise 
from  the  Clergyman  accused  continuing  to  perform  the  services  of 
the  Church  while  such  charge  is  under  investigation,  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  served  on  the  accused  at  the  same  time 
with  the  service  of  the  copy  of  the  charge,  or  at  any  time  pending 
the  proceedings,  inhibiting  him  from  performing  any  service  of  the 
Church  during  the  investigation,  or  'ntil  the  Bishop  shall  with- 
draw the  inhibition. 

V.  At  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Synod  a  Board  of  Discip- 
line, consisting  of  13  Presbyters  of  not  less  than  ten  years  standing 
and  of  13  Lay  members  of  the  Synod,  shall  be  appointed. 

VI.  The  Clerical  Secretary  of  tlie  Synod,  or  if  he  should  be 
absent  from  the  Province  or  be  the  person  accused,  the  Lay 
Secretary  of  the  Synod,  shall  be  Registrar  of  the  Court  hereinafter 
provided.  -  - 

VII.  If  the  r  ishop  shall  determine  to  institute  proceedings, 
his  intention  shall  1  c  made  known  by  notice  in  writing  tc  the 
person  accused  witliin  three  calendar  months  from  the  date  of  the 
Commissioners'  report. 

At  .',  time  and  place  to  be  fixed  by  the  Registrar  of  the  (Jourt, 
fifteen  days  notice  of  which  shall  be  given  in  writing  to  the  com- 
plainants through  their  Secretary,  and  accused,  they  shall  attend 
personally  or  by  agents  before  the  Registrar,  and  shall  alternately, 
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the  accused  commencing,  strike  out  one  name  from  the  list  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Discipline,  to  be  provided  by  the  Registrar 
for  that  purpose,  until  the  number  be  reduced,  when  the  charge  is 
one  of  error  in  Doctrine,  to  three  Presbyters,  and  in  all  other  cases 
to  three  Presbyters  and  three  Laymen,  who  shall  be  the  assessors 
for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

In  case  either  of  the  parties  shall  lefuse  or  neglect  to  attend  at 
the  time  and  place  appointed,  or  to  strike  off  the  names  as  above 
provided,  or  if  the  complainants  cannot  agree  among  themselves 
upon  the  name  or  names  to  be  struck  oft"  by  them,  the  Registrar 
shall  act  on  behalf  of  the  party  so  refusing  or  neglecting  or  not 
agreeing,  and  strike  off'  the  reijuisite  uuml)er  of  names. 

If  the  Commission  has  been  issued  by  the  Bishop  on  his  own 
motion,  the  Registra'''  shall  alternately  with  the  accused  or  his 
agents  strike  off  the  names  as  above  provided. 

If  both  complainants  and  accused  refuse  or  neglect  to  attend 
at  the  time  and  i>lace  appointed  for  striking  off  the  names,  the 
Bishop  shall  select  three  Presbyters  and  three  Laymen,  as  may  be 
required,  from  the  Board  of  Discipline,  as  assessors  for  the  trial  (jf 
the  accused. 

In  case  the  assessors  are  selected  l)y  the  parties  or  by  one  of 
the  parties  and  the  L'egistrar  as  above  provided,  the  Registrar 
shall  at  once  forward  their  names  to  the  Bishop,  and  he  shall  also 
notify  him  in  case  neither  party  shall  attend  before  him  at  the 
time  and  place  appointed. 

After  the  assessors  have  been  selected  or  appointed,  the  Bishop 
shall  fix  the  time  and  place  for  the  trial,  and  the  Registrar  shall 
give  the  complainants  (through  their  Secretary)  and  accused, 
twenty-one  days'  notice  thereof  in  writing. 

VIII.  At  the  trial  there  shall  be  at  least  two  of  the  Clerical 
and  one  <jf  the  Lay  Assessors,  or  in  questions  of  doctrine  the  three 
Clergy  present  with  the  Bishop  or  his  Commissary;  and  the  course 
of  ])roceedings  shall  be  in  all  respects,  as  far  as  possible,  in  con- 
formity with  the  ordinary  ])ractice  of  Courts  of  Justice.  And  if, 
after  full  investigation  and  e.xamination,  the  truth  of  the  charges 
shall  be  ])roved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Bishoj)  or  his  Commissary 
and  a  nuijority  of  the  assessors,  (or  in  (juestions  of  doctrine  of  a 
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majority  of  the  Clerical  Assessors),  sentence  shall  be  pronounced 
by  the  Bishop. 

IX.  If  the  Bishop  himself  be  promoter  of  the  suit,  then  the 
Court  shall  consist  of  Assessors  appointed  as  before  directed,  and 
of  some  Bishop  of  the  Province  whom  the  Metropolitan  shall  be 
requested  to  appoint  for  that  purpose.  Should  the  Bishop  of  Nova 
Scotia  be  Metropolitan,  then  the  request  shall  be  made  to  the 
Senior  Bishop.  In  case  of  no  apjwintment  by  the  Metropolitan 
or  Senior  Bishop,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  Senior  Clerical  member 
of  the  Board  of  Discipline  shall  act  as  Bishop's  Commissary  in  the 
suit. 

X.  If  the  party  accused  shall  not  appear  on  the  day  appointed 
for  trial,  after  having  received  the  notice  thereof,  the  cause  may 
nevertheless  be  heard  and  determined  as  if  he  were  present,  unless 
there  shall  appear  to  l)e  sufficient  cause  for  deferring  proceedings 
to  a  future  day, 

XT.     Advocates  shall  be  allowed  on  both  siHes,  at  the  pleasure ' 
of  the  parties,  j)rovided  they  are  Clergymen  of  the  Church   of 
England  or  Laymen,  who  declare  themselves  to  be  members  of  the 
said  Church,  and  to  belong  to  no  other  communion. 

XII.  In  case  at  any  time  when  the  services  of  the  Board  of 
I)isci})line  are  required  therr;  should  be  vacancies  therein  in  conse- 
quence of  death,  absence  or  other  cause,  or  if  the  person  accused 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board,  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
at  once  fill  up  all  such  vacancies,  so  that  in  all  cases  there  may 
be  13  Presbyters  and  13  Lay  members  available  for  the  purpose 
hereinafter  mentioned. 

XIII.  The  following  sentences  may  be  pronounced  and 
punishments  imposed  upon  offending  Clergymen :  Admonition, 
suspension  from  the  exercise  of  his  office,  deprivation  or  removal 
fi'om  his  office  in  the  Church,  otherwise  called  deposition,  and 
degiadation  from  the  ministry. 

XIV.  Admonitions  shall  be  in  private.  When  the  penalty 
of  sus])ension  is  inflicted,  the  sentence  shall  specify  on  what  terms 
(■r  iit  what  time  the  suspension  shall  cease.  During  his  sus^jension 
the  Clergyman  shall  not  exeicise  the  function  of  liis  ministry  in 
his  own  congregation  or  elsewhere,  on  pain  of  deprivation  and 
deposition  ;    and   during  such  suspension  the   Bishop  may  appoint 
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another  Clergyman  to  supply  tlie  place  of  the  suspended  Clergy- 
man, and  may  apply  a  part  or  the  whole  of  the  emoluments  or 
income  of  the  Parish  Mission  or  Cure  to  the  payment  of  such 
substitute.  When  the  sentence  of  sus])ension  is  pronounced,  the 
Bishop  shall  cause  such  notice  of  it  to  be  given  to  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  of  the  Diocese  as  he  shall  think  sutticient. 

XV.  When  the  sentence  of  deprivation  or  removal  from  his 
office  is  pronounced,  the  connection  between  the  minister  so 
deprivea  or  removed  and  his  Parish  or  congregation  shall  be  ipso 
facto  severed,  and  all  offices,  rents,  issues,  })rotits  and  emoluments 
which  he  may  hold  by  virtue  of  such  olHce  or  ministry  from  which 
he  has  bfcn  deprived  or  removed  shall  wholly  cease  and  determine. 

XVI.  Whenever  a  minister  is  so  deposed  or  degraded  from 
the  holy  ministry,  the  Jiishop  who  ])ronounces  the  sentence  shall, 
without  delay,  Cuuse  such  siMitence  to  be  publicly  read  to  t'.e 
several  congregations  of  tluj  Diocese  by  the  res[>ective  ministers 
thereof,  and  shall  also  give  notice  to  all  the  ]iisho[)s  of  the  Province. 

XVII.  All  proceedings  under  iluise  regulations  must  be  com- 
menced within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  iilleged  olVence  ;  but 
when  ju'oceedings  are  brought  in  respect  to  an  olViMice  for  which  a 
judgment  or  conviction  has  been  obtained  from  a  civil  or  a  criminal 
tribunal,  the  suit  under  this  ('anon  may  be  commenced  at  any 
time  MJ'ihin  six  months  afu^r  such   judgm«'m  or  conviction. 

XV  111.  An  a|)peal  from  this  < 'ourt  shall  be  to  (he  "('ourt  of 
Aj)peal  of  the  Metropolitan,"  und(!r  Canon  .'•  of  the  I'rovincial 
Synod. 

XIX.  If  the  liishoj)  shall  lie  (if  the  ttjiinion  Ihi  i^  (lu!  charge 
alleged  in  the  memorial  is  fiivolous  und  vexatious,  oi'  that  the 
matters  alleg(;<l  show  no  cause  (ir  (.llcnci!  Inr  whicli  the;  pint  v  is 
amenable  under  this  Canon,  he  shall  state  his  di cisiun  in  writing, 
with  his  ri'asons  therefor,  ami  endnrse  the  same  upi»n  or  attach  it 
to  one  c<"py  of  said  menidrial  and  lile  the  same  on  record  witli  the 
Secretary  of  the  Synod,  antl  shall  also  (•aus(i  the  otiu-r  copy  of  the 
said  memorial,  with  a  co])y  of  his  decision  endorsed  thereon,  to  lie 
retui'iied  to  the  (complainant. 

XX.  No  Clergyman  inhiliited  under  the  Iniirth  cluus((  shall 
be  deprived  duiing  (continuance!  oi'  siieh  inliibitinns  of  any  of  the 
emoluments  <if  his  otlice. 
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XXT.  The  complaining  party  shall  deposite  $100  with  the 
Registrar  of  the  Court  to  meet  expenses  to  abide  the  result  of  the 
trial. 

XXII.  The  Synod  shall  meet  the  expenses  if  the  Bishop 
finds  it  necessary  to  institute  proceedings. 

XXIII.  Every  notice  or  citation  under  this  Canon  shall  be 
served  upon  the  person  or  persons  to  wliom  it  shall  be  addressed, 
either  personally  or  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof  at  his  usual  or  last 
known  place  of  residence.

ELECTION    01"    A    lUSIIOI'. 


Wlien  the  See  is  vacant  the  Archdeacon  of  Nova  Scotia,  or  in 
case  of  his  absence  or  incapacity  the  Senior  Presbyter  of  the 
Diocese,  being  a  member  of  the  Synod,  sliall,  within  a  fortnight 
after  the  occurence  of  such  vacancy,  summon  a,  meeting  of  the 
Synod,  to  be  held  in  not  less  than  thirty  tlays,  to  elect  a  successor 
to  the  See,  at  which  meeting  the  said  Archdeacon,  or  in  his  absence 
the  Archdeacon  of  ]*rince  Edward  Island,  or  in  the  absence  of 
both,  the  senior  Presbyter  j)r(isent  shall  j)rc!side*  ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  Archdeacon  or  Presl)yter  to  foi'w.U'd  as  (>iirly  as^ 
j)ossdile  tli(\  name  of  the  Bishop  elect  to  the  ])roper  authorities. 
And  at  such  meeting  uf  the  Synod  nu  other  iiusiness  shall  be 
transacted. 

In  the  election  (;f  a  iJishoj)  the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  vote, 
sej)arat(dy  by  ballot.  A  majority  of  votes  in  viu']\  order  shall 
determiiui  the  choice,  providtMl  that  two-thirds  of  tlu;  Clergy 
entitled  t,o  vote  are  present,  and  two-thirds  of  all  the  hay  I'cprf!- 
sentatives,  otherwise  tu'o-thirds  of  the  votes  of  each  order  shall  be 
necessary  to  delermitu'  the  choice.

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2.  The  nomination  of  candidutes  shall  be  an  open  nomination 
without  any  expression  ol'  opinion. 

3.  When  the  nominations  cease,  the  Synod  shall  adjourn  for 
not  less  than  half  an  hour,  and  on  aoain  assembling  new  nomina- 
tions  may  be  made  until  the  nominations  :  hall  be  closed  by  the 
chairman.

6.  Should  no  election  result  from  this  ballot,  nominations  if 
offered  shall  be  again  received,  an<l  upcjn  the  chairman  (ieclaring 
the  nominations  again  cl>)sed  a  ballot  shall  be  taken  upon  any 
new  nominations  together  with  all  names  on  the  previi.;i'  i)allot 
which  shall  have  received  not  less  than  ten  votes ;  it  being 
understood  that  any  nanu;  previously  or  thereby  to  be  omitted 
for  want  of  the  prescribed  numbei-  of  votes  shall  be  eligible  for 
re-nominations.

N'l  person  sliidl  be  admitted  as  a  Divinity  Slndcnt  until 
he  shall  have  presented  to  the  Bishop  a  medical  eerliljeate  is  to 
his  health,  also  testimonials  of  good  moral  eharaeter  and  i>\'  general 
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fitness,  signed  by  the  Keetor  or  Clergyman  of  the  Varish  in  which 
he  resides,  and  by  three  communicants  of  said  Parish,  approved  by 
the  Keetor  or  Clergyman  in  charge.

appeal  shall  be  allowed  to  the  Visitor  of  the  College. 

o.  Every  Divinity  Student  shall  bo  expected  to  pass  a 
Matriculation  Examination,  and  to  take  a  full  Arts  Course,  except 
in  cases  where  an  exemption  is  specially  allowed  by  the  Visitor.

1.  In  addition  tc  the  testimonial  hitherto  rec^uired  for  Holy 
Orders,  Candidates  for  the  Diaconate  shall  ])roduce  to  the  liishop 
testimonials  of  their  acquirements  and  moral  character  fiom  the

4.  At  each  nu)eting  of  the  Synod,  the  Hishoj)  shall  lay  up(tu 


the  table  the  names  of  all  persons  ordained  by  hini  since  the  last 
preceding  session  of  the  Synod  ;  and  the  names  of  those  persons 
who  have  signed  the  testimonials  of  each  candidate  ordained 
Deacon  shall  also  be  stated.

3.  No  woman  shall  be  set  aj)art  for  the  work  of  a  Deaconess 
under  30  years  of  age,  uidess  for  special  reasons  to  be  approved 
by  the  Bishop,  and  in  no  case  under  2;").  Every  candidate  must 
produce  testimonials  (a)  that  she  is  a  communicant,  (h)  that  she  is 
qualified  in  the  judgment  of  tlu;  ])ersons  testifying  for  at  least  one 
of  the  branches  of  duty  named,  to  be  signed  by  a  Presbyter,  iind 
two  male  and  three  female  member's  of  the  Church.  The  Jiishop 
shall  also  satisfy  himself  that  she  has  sufficient  pre])aration  for  tlu; 
work. 

4.  A  Deaconess  may  al  any  lime  after  three  nK)nths  notice 
resign  her  oHice  into  the  bands  ol"  the  l>islu)jt  from  whom  sIk; 
leceived  it,  aud  for  good  cause  the  Jii.sj,jp  may  withdiaw  lier 
authority;  but  no  Dcactniess  having  s(»  redigmnl  her  eommission 
shall  b(!  cajiable  of  beiug  r('a]ipointed. 

n.  A  DcMiconess  nuiy  Itc  transferred  from  this  Diocese  to 
another  at  tlie  request  of  llic  I'isliop  to  whose  jurisdiction  she  is 
transfiU'red.

Whereas,  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  State  of  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese  from  time  to  time  is  not  only  hifjhiy  useful  and 
expedient,  l)ut  also  absolutely  necessary  for  the  well-beitio'  and 
growth  of  the  Church,  therefore  be  it  enacted  :

2.  That  everv  clei'i^vman  not  reyularlv  settled  in  a  Parish 
or  Church,  and  holding  the  Bisho[)'s  License,  shall  also  mak'e 
sindlar  returns  by  tilling  in  clauses  in  foregoing  Schedules  which 
nuiy  cover  any  occasional  Services  he  may  have,  performed. 

3.  That  every  Licensed  Lay-Readei-  shall  also  fui-nish  to  t!ie 
Incumber.t  oi*  in  the  case  of  a  vacant  Parish  or  of  r  District 
separated  from  a  I'*arish  to  the  Rural  Dean,  similar  returns  for 
tlu!  Parish  or  l)isti'i(!t  to  which  he  is  lieensccl,  Hllitig  in  clauses  in 
foregoing  Schedules  which  may  api)ly  to  his  otlice. 

4.  That  everv  Rural  Dean  shall  furnish  statements  '"onciMMi- 
mg  his  (ihapter  according  to  Sehedulf  jirepnrcd  by  the   I'jishop. 

"),  That  blank  forms  shall  l)e  issued  l)y  the  lUshop  thi'ough 
the  Clerical  Se(!retary  of  tln'  Synod  to  all  persons  finm  whom 
the  aforesaid  repoits  are  re(|uii'ed. 

(>.  That  all  siu'h  returns  shall  be  ilnly  lillcd  up  to  Kaster, 
and  lie  sent  in  each  year  to  tint  Kural  1  )('ans,  within  on'  we(dv 
thei'eajter,  to  be  by  them  transmitted  to  the  Clerical  f'iecretary 
ut  the  earliest. possibli"  moment. 
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7.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
tabulate  all  such  reports,  and  submit  the  same  duly  signed  by 
the  Bishop  or  his  Commissary,  on  the  first  day  of  every 
Session  of  the  Synod,  and  that  tlicse  Statistical  returns  shall  be 
printed  and  published  with  each  B.  H.  M.  Report. 

8.  That  no  <i;rant  shall  henceforth  be  payable  to  any  -^lerc^y- 
mau  from  Diocesan  Funds  in  default  of  rendering  said  returns  so 
long  as  any  such  default  shall  continue. 

9.  The  Reports  required  by  this  Canon  to  be  received  as  far 
as  possible  in  place  of  other  I'eturns  at  present  made  by  the 
Clergy. 

At  the  Seventh  Session  it  wa;;  resolved  that  the  alteration  of 
the  30th  Canon  adopted  b}'  the  Church  of  England  be  accepted 
and  adopted  by  this  Synod,  which  Canon  is  substantially  as 
follows:  (See  Canon  XIV.  of  Provincial  Si/nod  of  Canada  of 
the  oathi*  and  subscription  of  the  Clevijij.)

CANON   III. 

ON    THE    POWERS    OF   THE    METROPOLITAN. 

8.  Upon  a  memorial  signed  by  two-thirds  of  the  Clerical  and 
Lay  members  of  any  Diocesan  Synod,  certified  to  be  such  by  the 
Clerical  and  La}'  ScCi  titaries  of  such  Diocesan  Synod,  re(iuesting 
the  Metropolitan  Bishop  to  exercise  \'isitatorial  power  in  such 
Diocese,  the  said  Metropolitan  Bishop  sliall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  visit  such  ])iocese  find  the  Bishop  thereof,  and 
during  such  visitation  to  iidiibit  the  exercise  of  all  or  of  such 
part  or  parts  of  the  ordinai-y  jurisdiction  of  such  Bishop  as  to 
him,  the  Metropolitan  Bishop,  shall  seem  expedient,  and  during 
the  time  of  such  visitation  to  exei'cise  by  himself  or  his  Commis- 
saries sucli  powers,  functions  and  jui'isdiction  in  and  over  the 
said  Diocese  as  tlie  Bishop  tluuvof  mighr;  havi'  exercised  if  he 
had  not  been  itdiibited  from  exercisiii!'-  the  same. 


CANON    V. 


COURT   OF   APPEAL    OF  THE    METROPOLITAN —HOW   CONSTITUTED. 

The  House  of  L.  lio])s,  presided  over  by  the  Metropolitan  or 
President  of  the  I'ppei-  House,  or  Sc-uior  Bishop  in  their  absence, 
with  two  or  more  assessor.-s  to  be  from  time  to  time  nominated 
by  the  said  House  of  Bishops,  shali  be  the  (vourt  of  Appeal  fiom 
the  iudiiment  of  aiiv  Diocesan  Coui't. 


WHEN    APPEAL   SHALL    LIE. 

An  Appeal  sliall  lie  to  the  Court  of  Appeal  in  all  cases 
adjudged  by  uny  J)iocesan  Court  on  behalf  of  any  party  to  the 
case  or  proceeding  in  the  Diocesan  Court. 

There  shall  be  no  appeal  foi'  any  error  or  defect  in  form  iti 
any  proceeding  in  the  i)iocesan  Court. 
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An  Appeal  shall  lie  to   the  Court  of  Appeal  from  the  judg- 
ment or  decision  of  the  Bishop  of  any  Diocese. 


CANON   VI. 


OF    MINISTERING    IN    PARISHES. 
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1.  No  Clergyman  shall  absent  himself  from  his  charge  for 
more  than  four  weeks  at  a  time,  without  the  written  consent  of 
a  Bishop,  or  in  his  absence,  of  his  Commissary. 

2.  No  person  shall  bo  permitted  to  celebrate  Divine  Service 
or  perform  any  office  of  tue  Church,  peru)anently  or  occasionally, 
except  he  shall  have  been  Episcopally  and  Canonically  ordained, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Incumbent  or,  in  his  absence,  of 
the  Church  Wardens,  tn  demand  proof  of  such  ordination  and  of 
the  good  standing  of  the  Clergyman  before  permitting  him  to 
officiate. 

No  person  shall  perform  the  office  of  Lay  Reader  except  he 
shall  hold  the  Bishop's  License. 

This  Canon  shall  not  apply  to  the  students  of  any  Theological 
College  so  as  to  prevent  them  from  reading  the  Lessons  In 
College  Chapel,  or  to  Laymen  occasionally  officiating  where  there 
is  a  necessity  for  it. 

3.  No  Clergynuin  shall  officiate  in  any  Mission  or  Parish 
either  as  a  sul)stitute  for  the  Incumbent  or  as  his  assistant  for 
more  than  one  month  without  the  written  license  of  the  Bishop 
or  the  Bishop's  Commissary. 

4  No  Bishop  of  one  Diocese  shall  perform  any  Episcopal 
Functions  in  another  without  the  sanction  of  the  Bishop  thereof, 
save  in  the  case  provided  f(;r  by  the  (^anon  relating  to  the  ])owers 
of  the  Metropolitan,  nor  shall  any  Bishop  pei'form  an}''  such 
functions  in  any  vacant  Diocese  except  by  instruction  from  the 
Metropolitan,  or  in  ease  of  the  voidance  of  his  Diocese,  from  the 
Senior  Bisho])  of  the  Province. 
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CANON  VII.  ; 

OF    LETTERS   TESTIMONIAL. 

When  a  Priest  or  Deacon  in  i^oofl  standinfj  is  (lesirous  of 
leavini^  a  Diocese  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  ^ive  him, 
on  his  recjnest,  the  usual  "  Letters  Testimonial,"  but  the  Clergy- 
man receiving  the  same  shall  continue  subject  to  the  Episcopal 
Jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop,  till  the  Letters  Testimonial  shall  have 
been  presented  according  to  their  address  and  /iccepted  by  the 
Bishop  to  whose  Diocese  the  Clergyman  wishes  to  be  transferred  ; 
provided  always  that  if  they  be  not  pi-esented  within  three 
months  after  date,  they  may  be  considered  as  void  by  the 
authority  whence  the}'  proceeded  and  shall  be  void  urdess  they 
be  presented  witliiu  six  months. 


•  CANON  X. 

OF   OFFICIATtN(i   OF   STRANGE   CLERGYMEN    IN   A  DIOCESE. 

When  a  Bishop  is  aware  that  a  Clergyman  not  of  Ins  Diocese 
is  officiating,  or  about  to  officiate  in  his  Diocese,  and  when  the 
the  said  Bishop  shall  have  good  reason  t<:  believe  that  doubts 
exist  regarding  the  Clergyman's  orthodoxy,  canonical  ordination, 
or  good  morals,  then  the  Bishop  may  inhibit  him  from  officiating 
within  his  Diocese,  by  a  writing  addressed  to  him  and  to  the 
clergy  ;  and  any  clergyman,  after  the  receipt  of  the  Bishop's 
inhibition,  permitting  such  inhibited  person  to  perform  any 
clerical  function  in  his  Church,  or  Mission  Chapel,  shall  be  pro- 
ceeded a'»'ainst  by  the  Bishop  for  a  breach  of  Canonical  obedience 


RULE  OF  ORDER,  No.  liH  OF  PROVINCIAL   SYNOD. 

No  Canon  shall  be  enacted  unless  the  same  has  been  trans- 
mitted l)y  the  Secretaries  of  the  Lower  House  to  the  Members 
of  the  Provincial  Synod,  at  least  one  month  before  the  meeting 
of  Synod,  or  unless  the  sanie  has  been  loft  ovei'  as  unfinished 
business,  and  printed  in  the  Journal  of  the  previous  Session. 
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ORDER  OF  PROCEEDINGS. 
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1.  The  busines.s  of  every  day  shall  be  preceded  by  special 
prayer  for  the  Divine  guidance  and  blessing  according  to  a  form 
authorized  by  the  Bishop. 

2.  On  the  first  day  of  the  Session,  after  tliis  prayer,  the 
Bishop  shall  lay  on  the  table  the  report  of  the  Connnittee  on 
Credentials. 

3.  The  Clerical  Secretary  shall  call  over  the  roll  of  the 
Clergy,  to  be  furnished  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  Lay  Secretary 
shall  call  over  the  list  of  Parishes  and  Districts  entitled  to  send 
Representatives  when  the  names  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  present 
shall  be  marked  by  their  respective  Secretaries. 

4.  The  election  of  new  Secretaries  shall  then  be  made  by  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  respectively,  which  officers  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed. 

NoTK.  -At  the  Fifth  Session  of  tlie  Synod  it  was  resolved  to  appoint  a 
permanent  Lay  Seeretary,  who  need  not  he  a  niembei-  of  Synod. 

5.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : —

Presenting,  reading  and  referring  memorials  and  petitions. 

Presenting  reports  of  Conunittees,  and  consideration  of  the 
same,  unless  objected  to  by  not  less  than  five  members  of  Synod.

Taking  up  unfinished  business. 

Consideration  of  motions.  ' 

()  All  notices  of  motion  given  by  a  Presbyter  or  a  Represen- 
tative of  the  Laity  for  proceeding  at  a  subsequent  meeting,  shall 
be  read  over  at  such   meeting,  and   may  be   taken   up  by  any 
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member  present  at  such  meeting,  in  the  same   manner  as  if  lie 
had  himself  given  the  notice. 

7.     Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Session  the  minutes 
of  the  last  day  shall  be  read  and  approved. 


RULES  FOR  THE  PRESERVATION  OF  ORDER. 


1.  When  the  Bishop  '^»'  other  person  presiding  has  taken  the 
chair,  no  member  shall  c;>ntinue  standing. 

2.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  for  the  information 
of  the  Synod,  he  shall  arise  and  address  himself  to  the  Chair. 

3.  No  motion  or  amendment  shall  be  considered  as  before 
the  Synod  (excepting  such  as  may  be  proposed  by  the  Bishop  or 
Committee)  unless  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing.  Every 
member  giving  notice  of  a  motion  may  at  the  same  time  announce 
the  name  of  the  person  by  whom  it  shall  be  seconded. 

4.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question  without  asking  and  receiving  permission  from  the 
Chair.* 

5.  Wlien  a  question  is  under  consideration  no  other  motion 
shall  be  received  unless  to  adjourn,  to  lay  it  on  the  table,  to 
postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  com- 
mit it,  to  ammend  it,  or  to  divide  it;  and  motions  for  any  of 
these  purposes  shAllhave  precedence  in  the  order  hei-e  named. 

6.  Motions  to  adjourn,  or  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

7.  When  a  motion  has  been  read  to  the  Synod  by  the  Secre- 
tary, it  cannot  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover  without  the  consent 
of  the  Synod. 

8.  Each  member  shall  have  the  right  to  require  at  any  period 
of  the  debate  that  a  question  in  discussion  be  read  for  his  infor- 
mation.

•«cupy  the  time  of  the  house  for  more  than  ten  niiniues  in  any  one  address,  except  the  mover  and 
seconder  of  ;i  motion,  who  shall  lie  allowed  twenty  minmte.s. 
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9.  A  member  called  to  order  whilst  .speaking  shall  sit  down 
unless  permitted  to  explain. 

10.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair. 

11.  All  amendments  to  a  motion  shall  be  considered  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  moved. 

12.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration  no 
amendment  to  such  amendment  shall  be  in  order  ;  yet  a  substitute 
for  the  whole  matter  may  he  proposed  and  received,  provided  it 
deals  directly  with  the  subject  in  hand. 

18.  All  amendments  to  any  question  shall  be  decided  on 
before  the  question  or  motion  on  which  the  arise  is  proposed  for 
decision. 


14.     A    resolution    proposed     for    confirmation     lannot 
amended,  but  must  be  accepted  or  rejected  as  a  whole.

15.  Whilst  any  question  is  being  put  from  the  chair  the 
members  shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any 
private  discourse ;  and  when  a  motion  is  so  put,  no  member  shall 
retire  until  such  motion  is  disposed  of. 

16.  In  votincj,  those  who  vote  in  the  affirmative  shall  first 
rise,  and  then  those  who  vote  in  negative. 

17.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  not  again  be 
drawn  into  discussion  in  the  same  Session  witliont  the  special 
sanction  of  the  Bishop. 

18.  No  protest  or  dissent  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes  of 
the  proceedings ;  but  when  required  liy  any  one  member,  the 
number  of  affirmative  and  nesrative  votes  shall  V)e  recorded. 

19.  When  the  Synod  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall 
keep  his  seat  until  the  Bishop  or  other  person  presiding  has  left 
the  chair. 

20.  Ur)le.ss  called  upon  by  any  member  of  the  Synod,  to  do 
so,  it  shall  not  be  tlie  duty  of  the  Chairman  of  the  House,  to 
ascertain  the  number  of  Clergy  or  La}^  Representatives  present.

1.  Rural  Deans  shall  be  elected  for  a  period  of  five  ycMirs 
the  out  going  Rui-al  Dean  to  bf  eligible  for  re-election  ;  but  in 
tlie  absence  of  thi'  liural  Di'an  for  more  than  six  months,  oi- 
upon  his  removal  from  the  I)(!anery,  the  ollico  shall  be  considered 
vacant.

4.  The  election  of  the  Rural  Deans  shall  ordinarily  take 
place  at  tlu;  regidar  meeting  ot  the  chapter  preceding  the  termi- 
nation of  the  five  years  for  which  the  Rural  Dean  has  been 
appointed  ;  but  when  a  vacancy  occurs  either  by  the  removal 
from  a  Deanery  of  a  Rural  Dean,  by  death  oi-  otherwise,  or  fi'om 
any  other  extraordinary  cause,  the  senior  clergyman  in  such 
Deanery  shall  call  the  clergy  togethei-,  and  at  that  meeting  they 
shall  elect  one  of  their  numbiM'  to  l)e  nominatiMJ  to  the  Hishop  for 
the  office  of  Rui-al  Dean.  If  the  chapter  shall  fail  to  elect  within 
six  months  aftcu'  a  vacancy'  shall  have  occurrtMl,  the  Bishop  may 
make  an  appointment.  Seniority  shall  be  counted  from  the  date 
of  priest's  orders. 

;'.  The  Bishop  shall  be  authorized  to  transf(M'  a  Parish  from 
one  Deanery  to  another  at  the  recpH'st  or  with  the  concuri'ence 
of  the  two  chapters  att't'Cted  by  such  transfer,  and  the  Bishop 
may  attach  new  disti'icts  to  wdiat  existing  Deanery  he  may 
choose.

5.  It  shall  be  imjierative  for  nil  Committees  appointed  at  any 
Session  of  the  Synod  to  re])()rt  at  its  next  Session,  and  not  later, 
unless  by  consent  of  the  Synod  a  longer  time  to  do  so  be' granted. 

G.  All  vacancies  in  Comnuttees  having  charge  or  trust  funds

77),  this  Synod  was  incorporated  with  full  power  to  receive 
atkd  hold  real  and  personal  estate,  and  to  let,  sell,  con\^\v,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  and  manage  the  same  or  any  part  thereof — 

I.  The  powers  thus  granted  shall  be  exercised  l»y  a  Com- 
mittee consisting  cf  the  Bishop,  nine  Clerical  and  nine  Lay 
members  of  this  Synod,  and  the  chairmen  of  the  following  Com- 
niittees  :  Cluirch  Endowment,  rinancial.  Widows  and  Orphans, 
Endowment  of  Parishes.  Episcopal  Income,  and  Audit  Committee, 
to  be  called  "  The  Executive  Committee." 

II.  At  each  ordinary  ineetinL^  of  the  Svnod  the  two  Clerical 
and  two  Lay  nM-mbers  of  the  Committee  whose  names  respec- 
tively shall  -tand  at  the  head  of  the  list  shall  go  out  of  otiice, 
also  the  Clerical  and  Lay  nuMnber  whose  attendance  shall  have 
be(,'n  least  frt'cpient  at  th(^  meetings  of  the  Connnittee  :  but  all 
such  mendters  shall  be  eliijible  for  re-(dection.  If  ..nv  vacancv 
shall  occur  between  the  Sessions  of  the  Synod  it  shall  Ix;  filled 
up  by  the  Bishop,  subject  to  the  confii'mation  of  the  E.Kocutive 
C'omnnttee. 

III.  J'he  Executive  ComnnttiM>  may,  at  their  discretion, 
accept  on  behalf  of  the  Synod,  real  and  personal  estate  to  lie  at 
the  disposal  of  tin;  Synod,  oi-  to  lie  held  in  trust  for  any  religious 
or  charitalile  object,  and  may  athx"the  corpoi'ate  seal  of  the 
Synod  to  liny  document  which  they  may  be  requii'i'd  to  execute 
with  respect  to  such  property. 

IV.  The  Executive  Connnittee  shall  be  alsci  the  Ibisiness 
Conimitte(»  of  the  Synod.  They  shall  meet  on  the  Thursday 
innnediately  following  the  third  We(ln(>sday  of  the  months  of 
Novendier  and  May  in  each  year,  to  i-eceive  the  i-eports  of  the 
B.  II.  M.,  W.  iV  ().,  Superannuation,  and  all  other  Committees  of 
the  Syjiod,  and  to  ti'ansact  other  business.  They  shall  also 
prepare  and  have  theii-  report  printed  and  circulated  among  the 
Clergy  and  Lay  Hejiresenhdives  in  the  Diocese  at  least  two 
weeks  before  tht!  time  appointetl  for  meeting  of  Synod. 

V.  Xcitices  of  motion  an<l  business  to  be  brought  before  the 
Synod  shall  be  foi'warded   to  the  Seci-etarv-Treasurer,  to  be  laid 
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before  the  Executive  Committee  at  its  meeting  in  May,  previous 
to  the  meeting  of  Synod,  and  an  agenda  paper  of  such  business 
shall  be  printed  find  forwarded  to  the  Clergy  and  Lay  represen- 
tatives at  lea>st  two  weeks  previous  to  the  meeting  of  Synod. 

0th  jr  business  besides  what  is  on  the  agenda  paper  may  be 
proposed  and  transacted  at  tlie  Synod,  but  the  business  on  the 
paper  shall  take  precedence. 

VI.  All  Committees  of  tlie  Diocese  havino-  the  man.-pement 
of  funds  are  re(]uired  to  report  to  th(;  Executive  Committee  at 
its  meetings  in  November  and  May  of  each  year. 

VIT.  The  Investment  Committee  sluill  be  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  duty  of  the  Invest*. ;ent  Conunittee 
shall  be  to  invest,  take  up  and  re-invest  such  funtl.s  of  the  Synod 
as  may  be  nec(^ssary,  in  such  secui'ities  as  Trustees  are  allowed 
by  the  laws  of  this  Province  to  invest  Trust  Funds  in.  The  said 
Conunittee  shall  piesent  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  each  of 
its  regular  meetings,  or  when  re(|uired,  a  statetnent  showing  the 
nature  of  each  investment  and  the  amount  invested. 

VIII.  That  an  Audit  Committe(!  of  three  be  appointed 
annually  by  the  E.xecutive  Conunittee,  wiiose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
audit  all  the  account  books  of  the  various  Funds  under  the 
control  of  the  Synofl,  at  least  once  each  month,  and  report  at 
each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  said  Audit  L'ommittee  shall  also,  jit  least  twice  in  each 
year,  ins))ect  all  the  securities  belonging  to  the  said  Funds,  and 
see  that  the  interest  theret)n  is  j)romptly  paid. 

All  accounts  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Audit  Committee 
before  pavment,  and  no  moneys  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  of  the 
Funds  i)y  the  Secretary-Ti-easui'cr  without  the  approval  of  the 
Audit  Committee,  and  the  chairman  or  vice-chairnnm  of  the 
Committei^  shall  countersign  all  checpies. 

The  Audit  Committee  shall  also  do  and  perform  such  other 
work  as  is  usually  done  by  a  Finance  and  Autiit  Committee,  and 
such  work  as  tlu^y  shall  from  time  to  tinu'  b(^  re(iuested  by  the 
Executive  Committee  to  do. 
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1.  The  Funtl  und(M'  the  control  of  tlu;  Board  shall  consist  of 
all  collections  for  Diocesan  Missionary  pni'poses  ina<le  in 
Churches,  Chapels  and  Mission  8t'iti(jns  throuuhout  the  ]3iocese, 
of  the  interest  of  the  Capital  Account,  and  of  all  subscriptions, 
donations  and  legacies  for  sucli  purpose,  regard  beiiiu;  liad  to  the 
ilirectioM  of  the  donor  or  testator. 

2.  On  the  first  Sunday  in  October,  or  on  one  of  the  tw(> 
follovvin<^  Sundays,  a  sermon  shall  be  |)reach<'il  on  behalf  of  the 
Fund,  and  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter  a  Parochial  collecLion 
shall  be  made  undei"  the  su[)ervision  of  the  clergyman,  who  shall 
remit  the  proceeds  of  such  collection  to  the  Secr«'tary-Treasurer 
on  or  before  March  31st, 

An  Annual  Missionary  Meeting  shall  be  held  in  every  Parish 
and  Mission  Station  as  afortsaid  <luring  the  Autumn  or  Winter, 
and  at  such  rr.eeting  a  collection  shall  be  taken  up  for  the  said 
Fund,  and  shall  be  remitted  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer  by  the 
convenor  of  the  deputfoion  holding  such  meeting,  within  one 
month  theieafter. 

'A.  Th(»  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  chairman  of  thr;  Board 
of  Home  Missions,  ami  the  Very  Rev.  the  Dean  and  the  Arch- 
deacons of  Nova  Scotia  and  Cfipe  Br<!toii  shall  !)(>  vici'-chairiiitjn. 
The  Clerical  Si'cretary  of  the  J)iocese  shall  be  Secretary-Treas- 
urer of  the  Boanl. 

4.  The  Board  shall  consist  of  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairmen, 
and  Seci'ctary-Treasurer  of  the  Board,  who  shall  fill  the  same 
ollices  in  the  comn^ittees  ;  of  the  llural  Deans,  an<l  one  clergyman 
and  one  lavman  for  each  Rural  Deaner-  ,  and  twelve  lavmen  to 
be  (ileeted  bv  tlu!  Synod. 

5.  The  Board  shall  meet  on  the  thii'fl  Wi'chiesday  of  May 
and    November,  at    II   a.  )n.,  for    transaction   of    business,  nine 
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torining  a  ([uorum.     A  special  meeting  may  be  called  at  any  time 
by  the  chairman,  or  in  his  absence,  by  a  vice-chairman. 

6.  Local  Committees  shall  be  formed  in  each  Rural  Deanery, 
consistinji;  of  the  clergy  and  lay  representatives  from  each  Parish 
in  the  Deanery,  who  shall  nominate  the  nine  clernymen  and  nine 
laymen,  referred  to  in  clause  4,  whom  they  desire  to  be  elected 
by  the  Synod,  as  their  representatives  on  the  Board  :  such  nomi- 
nation to  be  made  at  the  Rural  Deanery  meeting  in  the  Synod 
year,  called  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Governors  for  King's 
College. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  to  laj'' 
before  the  Board  at  its  meetinu's  in  Mav  and  November  a  general 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  Mission  Fund 
for  the  six  months  preceding. 

8.  A  Committee,  consistini;  of  the  Rural  Deans,  shall 
annually  arrange  the  list  of  Deputations,  and  the  persons  to  lie 
appointed  thereto,  and  present  the  list  to  the  Bislxjp  for  his 
approval.  That  the  Deputations  so  appointed  shall  have  all 
necessary  expenses  incurred  by  them  paid  out  of  the  funds  of 
the  Board,  and  be  required  to  send  in  a  written  report  of  the 
meetings  held,  attendance  thereat,  and  collections  made  by  them, 
the  substance  of  such  reports  to  he  printed  in  the  annual  report 
of  the  Board,  or  the  annual  Year  Book  of  the  Diocese. 

9.  The  accounts  of  the  Board  shall  be  closed  on  the  31st  day 
of  March  in  each  year,  before  which  time  all  Missionary  meetings 
must  be  held,  and  Par(X'.hial  collections  made,  and  the  amounts 
realized  sent  in  to  the  Secretai'y-Treasurer. 

10.  That  poi-tion  of  by-law  2  referring  t(j  collections  to  be 
made  for  the  Boai'd  shall  not  !>pi)ly  to  Parishes  wduch  have 
adopted  the  Tangier  ScluMue,  or  any  modification  of  tlie  same  : 
that  is  to  sa}',  wliich  give  their  offerings  weekly  l)y  a  systematic 
and  proportionate  method.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


L  In  order  to  encourage  the  established  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions to  become  gradually  self-supporting,  all  grants  made  by  or 
through  the  Boai'd  of  Home  Missions  in  aid  of  Parishes  or 
Missi(.'ns  (not  including  stipends  secured  through  the  elder  Clergy 
on  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  (iospel  grant  during 
life)  shall  from  henceforth  be  made  conditional  on  the  contribu- 
tion by  the  Parish  or  Mission  itself  cjf  ;i  stated  sum  towards  the 
General  Purposes  of  the  Board. 

II.  All  grants  made  by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  shall 
be  made  yearly  subject  to  these  i-nle;*,  and  be  distributed  undei- 
direction  of  the  Board. 

III.  On  the  approval  by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the 
grants  reeommendetl  by  the  Quebec  Scheme  Connnittee  for  the 
year,  the  same  shall  forthwith  pass  into  operation,  subject  to  the 
followirifj  reijjulations  : 

(L)  The  Board  of  Home  Missions  (acting  in  conjunction 
with  the  Jjord  Bishop)  shall  forthwith,  after  such  approval, 
communicate  with  the  Wardens  or  other  Lay  Members  ot  the 
Church  in  each  Parish  or  Mission,  requiring  them  to  enter  into 
engagement  (A)  with  the  Society,  to  contribute  the  sum  recpiired 
of  the  Parish  or  Mission  for  the  vear. 

(2.)  Should  such  engagement  not  be  entered  into  to  the 
satisfaction  (;f  the  Board  within  three  months  from  such  notice 
then  next,  they  shall  conmiunicate  with  the  Missionary,  re(|uiring 
him  to  give  to  each  of  his  congi'egations  notice  (B)  of  withdrawal 
of  all  payments  to  him  as  a  Missionary  receiving  stipend  through 
this  Board  at  the  end  (jf  cui'rent  (juarter,  unless  the  engagement 
be  meantime  completed. 

(8.)  Should  such  engagement  not  be  entered  into  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Board  before  the  time  specified,  all  payments 
to  the  Missionary's  salary  through  the  Board  shall  be  withdrawn 
and  no  stipend  shall    thereafter  be  payable  in  respect  thereof 
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Provided  that  should  the  Missionary  see  tit  to  resign  his  cure,  he 
slifill,  if  stationed  for  tlie  rtinainder  of  the  year  by  the  Lord 
Bishop  in  any  vacant  Mission  '.v'lich  may  be  willing  to  comply 
with  the  teru's  recjuired  of  tlie  'lefaulting  Mission,  be  entitled  in. 
respect  of  the  services  to  be  remlered  in  such  new  Mission,  to 
such  stipend  as  may  be  agreed  »\nm  between  such  Missionary 
and  the  Bonrd.  Provided,  also,  that  any  such  Missionary,  if  not 
so  appointei]  to  any  new  Mission,  may  nevertheless  be  permitted 
by  the  Boa -d,  on  special  application,  to  »lraw  on  1st  April  for  a 
sum  in  their  discretion  ;  but  not  exceeding  his  previous  (piarter's 
stipend  fro  n  the  Board. 

(4.)  Where  such  engagement  is  entered  into,  the  Board  shall 
forthwith  notify  tlie  Missionary,  who  shall  thereupon  (unless  the 
terms  of  engagement  shall  not  l)e  fultille<i  as  hereinafter  provided) 
be  entitled  to  di'avv  on  the  Ti'easuver  for  the  full  amount  of  his 
quarterly  salary,  including  therein  the  sum  required  for  the 
(juarter  from  the  Parish  or  Mission  itself. 

(o.)  The  amount  re([uired  fi-om  the  Mission  shall  be  paid  b\' 
equal  (juarterl}'  instalments  at  least  one  month  before'  the  last 
day  of  each  (piarter,  the  same  to  be  remitted  direct  to  the 
Treasurer.  Provided  that  if  necessary,  on  application  to  the 
Board,  th(!  Parish  or  Mission  may  have  one  month's  grace  to 
complete  the  payment.  One  third  of  the  amount  payable  from 
the  people  may  at  the  option  of  the  clergyman  be  paid  in  kind 
or  produce. 

(6.)  Shouhl  the  money  not  be  received  by  the  Treasurer  by 
the  last  day  of  the  second  month  of  the  i)uarter  before  it  be 
payable  to  the  Missionary,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer 
at  once  to  send  to  the  Missionary  and  to  each  of  the  persons  who 
shall  have  signcMl  the  engagement,  the  notice  (C),  and  should  such 
money  not  have  been  received  by  the  last  day  of  the  (juarter,  the 
grant  of  the  Board  shall  thenc(!forth  cease,  and  it  shall  be  the 
Treasurer's  duty  at  once  and  in  like  maimer  to  send  the  notice 
(D).  If,  however,  the  arrears  be  subse(piently  [)aid,  the  grant 
shall  be  thereupon  ipso  facto  renewed,  utdess  the  Board  order  to 
the  contrary,  in  which  case  the  Board  shall  notify  the  Parish  or 
Mission  and  state  the  reason  for  such  order. 

(7.)  In  case  of  the  Parishes  or  Missions  where  the  Mission- 
ai'y's  stipend  is  secured  for  life  on  the  Society  for  the?  Propagation 
of  the  Gospel  grant,  the  Board  shall  call  on  the  Wardens  to  enter 
into  the  prescribed  engagement  only  in  case  of  the  demise  of  the 
pi'esent   Missionary  ;  and   those    Missionaries   shall   continue    t) 
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draw  their  stipends  as  heretofore  accustomeJ,  unless  any  shall 
voluntarily  come  within  the  general  system  adopted  for  other 
Parishes  or  Missions. 

(8.)  It  shall  be  optional  to  the  Board  to  permit  any  Parish 
cr  Mission  to  make  a  quarterly,  half-yearly  or  yearly  payment 
at  any  period  in  advance  and  these  regulations,  mutatis 
mutandh,  shall  thereupon  apply  generally  to  any  such  Parish 
or  Mission. 

(9.)  The  Board  of  Home  Missions,  in  conjunction  \\\i\\  the 
l^ord  Bishop,  shall  appoint  deputations  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men for  each  Deanery,  which  each  deputation  shall  visit,  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  Missionary  meetings  in  the  several  Parishes 
or  Missions,  and  taking  up  collections  thereat,  not  inteii'ering, 
howevei",  with  the  usual  collections  and  annual  canvass  of  the 
Parish  or  Mission  on  brlialf  t)f  the  Board  ;  and  further,  of  niMking 
inquiries  as  to  the  power  of  the  Parish  or  Mission  to  contribute 
towards  the  Clergyman's  support ;  such  deputations  reporting  to 
the  Boai'd. 

(10.)  The  Board  of  Hv)mo  Missions,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Jjord  Bishop,  may  further  appoint  special  deputations  to  en(|uire 
into  the  causes  of  any  deticiency  of  contribution  or  other  pecu- 
niary difficulties  in  any  Parish  or  Mission  ;  and  shall  have  power 
to  call  for  any  returns  they  may  think  proper  from  any  of  the 
Parishes  receivinu'  aid  frorr  c  through  the  Board. 

(IL)  These  regulations  shtwl  come  into  force  only  as  each 
Parish  beviomes  vacant;  or  at  the  request  of  a  Parish.

9.  l^pon  ])aynient  f)f  the  first  sum  or  jiremium,  the  a[)[ilicant 
shall  rcceiv  !  a  Certificate,  as  hercinafti-r  mentioned,  and  the  sanu;

If  at  any  tinu!  it  is  the  opinion  of  tlie  Uommittee  that 
the  state  of  the  funds  will  safely  warrant  their  so  doing,  that  they 
have  power  to  increase!  tlie  amount  of  the  pensions. 

10.  So  soon  as  thi;  fund  will  ]r'rmit,  the  child  or  child- 
ren of  every  clergyman  who  shall  have  ])aid  the  annual  sum 
or  {premium  (.-subject  t.)  the  above  exceptions)  shall  receive  a 
pension  of  $40  ,jer  annum,  for  each  child,  provided  that  the  sum 
so  paid  to  the  chihh'on  do  not  exceed  a  total  of  $120  per  annum.

2.  This  Fund  shall  be  ftnined  and  consist  of  all  subscrij)tions, 
legacies,  premiums  and  other  conti'ibutions  given  and  paid  to  the 
Synod  ior  this  s])ecial  object :  and  this  Fund  shall  be  held  and 
applied  to  and  for  this  object,  and  none  othei'. 

3.  The  Diocesan  Synod  undertakes  to  pay  from  the  proceeds 
of  this  fund  the  pensions  which  may  become  due  under  the 
folio v.'ing  iiules  :

Committee  were  adopted  May  17,  1850  : 

1st.  The  investment  of  Endowments  may  be  made  in  lands, 
houses,  stock  in  banks  or  other  companies,  money  invested  in 
mortgages  or  other  securities,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  Endow- 
ment Committee,  and  to  be  conveyed  iind  held  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Incumbent  or  resident  Missionary  for  the  time  being  of  any 
Parish  or  Mission  for  which  they  are  df  signed,  the  said  Incumbent 
or  liesident  Missionary  to  receive  the  yearly  proceeds  only  of  the 
interest  or  rents  arisino;  from  such  Endowment.

Ihe  conveyance  ot  tru-jt  oi  sucli  Lntlowment  may  be

3rd.  When  real  pro[)erty  is  purchased  and  conveyed  for 
Endowment,  it  shall  be  free  from  any  debt  or  incumbrance. 

4th.  The  annual  ]»i'oceeds  arising  from  such  Endowment  shall 
be  withheld  from  any  Incumbent  oi'  lesiMent  Missionary  of  any 
Parish  or  Mission  who  may  be  suspended  by  tlie  liishop  of  the 
Diocese  fnuu  ])erf(jriiiing  ])uhlic  services  in  the  churches  in  his 
Parish  or  ]\Iission  during  the  conlinuance  of  such  susjiension. 

5th.  The  Endowment  Committee  sliall  hold  any  sum  con- 
tributed towards  the  endownumt  of  any  Parish  or  Mission  in  trust 
for  such  Parish  or  Mission,  and  obtain  such  a  rate  of  interest  for 
the  money  as  may  be  ])ractieable,  consistent  with  safety,  until  an 
opi.ortunity  shall  arise  I'or  investing  it  i'or  the  permanent  endow- 
ment of  sucli  Parisli  or  Mission  ;  and  if,  in  tlu'  judgment  of  the 
iMidowment  Committee,  such  opportunity  or  ]iroposition  for  en(U)W- 
ment  .shall  conu!  within  tlu!  true  intent  and  scope  of  the  foregoing 
regulations,  they  shall  authoriz(!  the  said  sums  to  be  paid  to  the 
I'arish  or  Mission  so  applying  lor  it. 
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Gtli.  If  auy  difliciilty  shall  arise  as  to  whether  any  oppor- 
tunity or  proposition  for  endowment  be  agreeable  to  the  foregoing 
rules,  or  if  any  other  point  relative  thereto  should  be  disputed  or 
doubted,  the  question  should  be  referred  to  the  txeneral  Committee 
of  the  Board,  at  their  meeting  then  ensuing. 

7tli,  All  applications  from  any  Parish  or  Mission  to  the 
Endowment  Committee  for  aid  shall  be  signed  l)y  the  Itector  and 
Church  Wardens  of  such  Parish,  or  by  the  resident  Missionary, 
accomjmnied  by  a  resolution  of  the  Local  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions  in  its  favour  in  such  Alissions  ;  and  shall  state 
the  natuie.  situation,  value  and  annual  profits  of  the  investment 
desired  to  be  made,  the  names  of  those  in  whose  behalf  it  is  to  be 
made,  the  oltice  where  it  should  l.)e  registered,  the  sums  that  are 
contributed  for  its  ])urchase,  and  all  other  particulars  which  may 
enable  the  Endowment  Committee  to  form  a  correct  judgment; 
all  such  a])plications  to  be  nuide  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of 
Board  of  Home  Missions,  who  is  ex  o^cio  Secretary-Treasurer 
of  the  Endowment  Committee. 

8th.  When  any  money  is  returned  to  any  Parish  to  be 
invested  towards  its  endowment,  one  condition  for  the  return 
shall  be,  that  if  such  investment  should,  in  whole  or  in  ])art,  be 
rej)aid  to  the  Parish,  the  amount  must  be  returned  to  this  Com- 
mittee, to  be  held  in  trust  under  the  same  conditions  as  before. 


The  Endowment  Committee,  in  a  Peport  ]May  11th,  18Go, 
made  the  following  recimimendation,  which  was  adopted  : 

"  That  while  no  lestriction  is  made  as  to  the  sum  which  a 
Parish  may  withdraw  from  its  '  Reserved  Fourths  '  and  invent  as 
heretofore,  yet  that  iJlOOO  be  the  minimum  to  which  they  .'-liDuld 
amount  before  they  can  be  placed  in  trust  with  tlie  P)oard,  and  the 
interest  be  payable  to  the  Incumbent."

Church  Endowment  Fund.

Forasmuch  as  the  Committee  appointed  in  1858  to  raise  an 
endowment  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Ministers  of  the  Church 
ol  England  in  this  Province  have  resigned,  and  the  proposed 
scheme  is  now  in  abeyance,  many  members  of  the  Church,  deeply 
im|)ressed  with  the  necessity  for  immediate  action,  and  believing 
tliat  some  of  the  obstacles  encountered  by  the  Committee  h  ve 
disaj)peared,  have  resolved  (in  compliance  with  the  request  of 
the  Lord  Bishop)  to  attempt  to  carry  out  this  important  work 
without  further  delay,  availing  themselves  of  a  very  liberal  offer 
of  James  li.  Mosse,  Esq.,  to  devote  his  time  and  attention  for 
one  year  to  the  promotion  of  this  object,  as  Secretary  and  Agent 
without  any  remuneration. 

It  is  proposed  to  raise  a  sum  of  money  as  an  Endowment 
Fund  for  the  Churcli  of  England  in  this  Province,  u])on  the  basis 
of  this  Prospectus,  and  strictly  in  conformity  with  it ;  the  money 
subscribed  and  jiaid  to  be  held  lor  the  present,  in  trust,  foi'  that 
))urj)ose,  by  the  Hon.  M.  B.  Almon  and  P^dward  Binney,  Esq.,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Fund — to  the  latter  of  whom  subscriptions  may 
be  ])aid — and  who  will  receive  and  hold  the  same  as  Trustees, 
])rcvisionally,  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Church  Society  of  this  Province,  when  all  subscrii)tions,  which 
shall  have  been  received  by  them,  shall  be  paid  over  to  th'i  said 
Society  (provided  it  shall  consent  to  receive  the  same)  which  shall 
also  receive  all  further  subscrij)tions  and  contributions  of  this 
Fund,  unless  at  any  time  hereafter  it  should  be  thought  advisable 
to  ajtply  for  a,n  Act  of  Incorporation  for  said  Fund. 

All  monies  so  collected  to  be  held  l)y  the  Diocesan  Church 
Society  in  trust,  sohdy  and  strictly  for  the  objects,  ])urposes,  and 
designs,  and  under  the  rules,  regulations,  and  jirovisions  set  Ibrth 
in  the  ])resent  Prosjjectus.  Tiie  future  management  and  invest- 
ment of  the  said  trust  funds  to  be   vested  in  a  Committee  of  the 
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said  Society,  to  be  a})j)ointed  at  such  annual  meeting  of  tlie 
Society  ;  but  neither  the  Society  n.>^  such  Committee  to  have 
any  jiowev  to  change,  or  in  any  resp.  to  vary  from,  or  to  control 
the  objects,  ])urj)ose.s  and  designs  of  jich  Fund,  set  forth  in  the 
said  I'rosjiectus,  or  any  of  its  rules,  regulations,  and  jn'ovisions 
whatever. 

1.  The  ])roceeds  and  annual  income  arising  from  this  Fund 
shall  be  appropriated  solely  and  exclusively  towards  the  support 
and  maintenance  of  the  Church  of  England  within  this  l*iovince 
in  the  following  manner. 

2.  The  annual  deduction  of  £100  stg.  which  the  Society  foi- 
the  Propagation  of  the  Gos])el  intend  to  make  from  the  amount 
of  their  present  grant,  (which  has  been  transferred  by  them  to  a 
sub-committee  of  the  Diocesan  Church  Society.)  shall  be  made 
good  out  of  the  jiroceeds  of  this  Fund,  so  that  the  said  grant  shall 
be  kept  up  and  maintained  in  its  full  integrity,  at  the  sum  which 
may  be  required,  for  the  purpose  of  ])aying  all  the  liectors  and 
Missionaries  who  shall  be  on  the  list  of  the  Society  for  the  rro])a- 
gation  of  the  Gospel,  on  the  day  when  this  Fund  shall  go  into 
operation,  the  full  amount  of  the  salaries  to  which  they  may  on 
that  day  be  entitled  from  the  said  Society. 

o.  Whenever  and  as  often  as  any  of  the  liectors  or  Mission- 
aries on  the  said  list  on  the  day  above  named  shall  die,  or  from 
any  cause  shall  cease  to  be  entitled  to  receive  the  salaries  to  which 
they  were  at  that  time  entitled,  out  of  the  said  grant  of  the  Society 
for  the  rroi)agation  of  the  Gospel,  then  the  said  grant  is  no  longer 
to  be  kept  uj)  at  is  former  amount,  ])y  contribution  i'rom  this  Fund 
as  will  sultice  for  the  ])ayment  to  those  Hectors  an  I  Missiftnaries 
still  living,  and  entitled  to  receive  the  same  salaries  from  this 
Fund.  And  every  new  Kector  or  Missionary,  a]»j)ointed  in  their 
places,  shall  be  jjaid  out  of  the  annual  ])roceeds  of  this  Fund  a 
yearly  sum,  according  to  the  class  and  scale  arranged  for  that 
})urpose,  and  herein  contained. 


4.  In  like  manner,  whenever  and  as  often  as  any  of  the 
])resent  Hectors  or  jMissionaries,  now  on  the  Government  list  and 
})aid  l)y  it.  shall  die,  or  cease  to  l)e  entitled  i,o  be  so  paid,  tluai 
every  new  Hector  or  Missionary  appoint-ed  in  his  ])lace  to  any 
parish  or  mission  shall  be  ])aid  out  of  the  annual  proceeds  of  this 
Fund,  according   to  the   same   class  and  scale  ;  and  whereas  there 
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are  some  parishes  and  missions  of  which  the  incumbents  arc;  not 
paid  either  by  the  (Jovernment  or  by  the  8.  1*.  (1.,  the  said  incum- 
bents and  their  successors  shall  be  on  an  equality,  in  respect  to 
their  claims  upon  this  Fund,  with  the  sucessors  of  the  Clergymen 
now  upon  the  lists  of  the  Government  or  of  the  S.  P.  G., — it 
being  understood  that  "  parishes  "  shall  have  always  the  first  claim 
upon  this  Fund,  except  on  all  questions  under  Clause  No.  8,  which 
shall  still  be  decided  by  seniority  of  appointment,  as  there  provided. 

5.  If  from  any  unforseen  cause,  the  present  grant  of  the 
Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel,  subject  to  the  present 
reduction  of  one  hundred  ])ounds  (£100)  stg.  a  year,  should  fail, 
or  if  the  present  provision  by  Government  for  certain  Missionaries 
should  not  be  continued  (neither  of  which  contingencies  it  is  fully 
believed  will  occur,  and  arc;  only  hereby  provided  for  "ex  abun- 
danti  cautela  ")  then  in  such  case,  the  annual  proceeds  of  this 
fund  shall,  according  to  their  n)eans.  be  apjjropriated  towards  the 
payment  uf  the  old  Rectors  and  Missi(jnaries,  whether  on  the 
Government  list  or  on  that  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of 
the  Gosj)el,  and  of  the  other  Eectors  and  Missionaries  claiming 
under  this  Prospectus,  rateably  by  an  equal  per  centage  deduction 
from  the  old  salaries  and  new  allmvances,  under  (Jlause  Nos.  o 
and  4,  as  the  state  of  the  Fund  nuiy  require  and  will  ])ermit. 

O.  If  the  ainiual  i>roceeds  of  this  Fund  after  jirovidiug  for 
the  payment  (jf  lifty-jne  claimants  according  to  Clauses  Nos.  3 
and  4,  should  exceed  the  amount  required  for  fully  carrying  out 
the  proposed  scheme,  then,  in  th(>  first  place,  the  surjdus  shall  bo 
devoted  to  the  payment  of  additit)nal  ClerLzymen,  under  the  same 
classification  and  at  the  same  rates,  and  ])reserviug  as  nearly  as 
may  be  the  same  proportionate  numbers  in  each  class  as  are  herein 
prescribed.  But  if  at  any  time  the  income  of  this  Fund  shall 
exceed  what  is  necessary  for  the  fifty-one  payments  now  provided 
for,  and  such  additional  payment  as  nuiy  hereafter  he.  agreed  on, 
and  there  shall  bu  no  need  nor  opportunity  of  adding  to  the  num- 
ber of  Clergymen  to  be  paid  out  of  this  Fund  by  any  further 
sub-division  of  parishes,  then  such  sur])lus  shall  be  applied  fco 
increase  the  allowance  to  each  Clergyman,  "  ])ro  rata." 


7.  The  subjoined  scale  is  that  referred  to  in  Clauses  3  and  4. 
It  provides  for  fifty-one  Clergymen,  and  is  based  u])on  carefully 
prepared  calculations,   so   that  reliance   may   be  placed  upon  the 
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capabilities  of  thi;  Fund  to  supply  tlu-  payments  proposed  for  the 
resi)ective  classes. 

The  Clergymen  are  to  l)e  divided  into  three  classes: 

Class  1  will  contain  twenty-one  Clergymen,  who  must  have 
oiiiciated  in  this  Trovince  more  than  fifteen  vears,  who  are  to 
receive  £7")  Currency  ])er  annum. 

Class  2  will  contain  fifteen  Cleigymen,  who  must  have 
otliciated  in  this  Province  more  than  live  years,  who  are  to  receive 
each  £50  Currency  per  aniiuni. 

Class  ;>  will  contain  fifteen  Clergynum,  who  are  to  receive 
each  .130  Currency  per  annum. 

8.  All  removals  frcm  one  class  to  another  must  dejjend  not 
only  u[)on  the  standing  of  the  individuals,  but  also  on  vacancies 
in  tlie  u])])er  classes.  If  at  any  time  there  shall  be  more  Clergy- 
men holding  ajjpointments  within  the  Province  than  the  number 
for  whom  ])rovision  is  made  in  Clause  7,  or  by  the  Committee 
under  the  conditions  of  Clause  0,  then  admission  to  Class  3  must 
also  depend  upon  vacancies  in  that  class, — the  seniority  of  original 
ajjpointment  in  this  Province  deciding  the  (question.  The  standing 
of  any  Clergyman  who,  after  leaving  this  Diocese,  except  on 
account  of  ill  health,  shall  return  to  it  again,  shall  be  reckoned 
from  his  appointment  to  a  parish  or  mission  on  his  return,  and  any 
previous  service  shall  not  be  reckoned.  If  any  Clergyman  officiat- 
ing in  this  Province  shall  cease  to  hold  any  parochial  or  missionary 
a[)pointment,  but  shall  not  leave  the  Diocese,  and  aftei  an  interval 
shall  again  l)e  appointed  to  any  parish  or  mission,  he  shall  take 
his  place  u])on  the  lists  in  the  ])osition  in  which  he  stood  when  ho 
ceased  to  officiate,  as  soon  as  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  class  to 
which  he  belonged. 

'.I.  Every  Clergyman  ap})lying  for  his  salary  under  this  scheme 
must  furnish  proof  that  provisi(jn  has  been  made  by  those  to  whom 
he  ministers  for  the  payment  to  him  of  at  least  one  hundred  pounds 
(£10U)  currency  for  the  past  year,  or  at  least  fifty  pounds  (£50) 
currency  for  the  j)ast  half  year. 

NoTK. — This  amount  nuiy  be  made  up  from  local  endowments, 
from  the  subscriptions  of  his  congregations,  from  pew  rents,  or 
from  any  other  source  (except  from  this  Fund),  and   may  include 


the  fair  estimated  yearly  value  of  the  (llelic  or  l'arsona<j;o,  if  any. 
This  estimate  .shall  l)e  settled  by  the  Committee,  and  every  care 
shall  l)e  taken  to  arrive  at  a  just  and  equitable  conclusion. 

10.  The  application  of  the  (Jleroymen  shall  l)e  made  anniuilly 
or  semi-annually  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Church  Endowment  Com- 
mittee. It  shall  state  the  number  of  year's  service  in  this  Trovince 
of  the  p;iity  aj)])lyin^,  and  contain  a  solemn  declaration,  either  by 
himself  or  by  the  Churchwardens,  or  by  three  members  of  the 
Vestry,  that  the  amount  guaranteed  by  the  parish  haslx-en  actually 
and  "bona  fide"  subscribed.  r])on  this  a])plication,  with  sncii 
statement  and  declaration,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Fund  shall  be 
authorized  by  the  Chairman  to  ])ay  to  the  apj»licant  the  amount 
t(»  which  he  is  entitled  bv  his  length  of  service. 

11.  On  th(i  expiration  of  eighteen  months  from  the  com- 
mencement of  his  incnmbencv  or  mission,  nnd  at  the  end  of  each 
half  year  thereafter,  the  a])plication  (;f  the  Clergyman  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  that  the  whole  of  the  subscription  for 
the  year  preceeding  the  last  six  months  has  beo'-'  "  bona,  tide " 
paid.  And  if  such  certificate  be  not  furnished,  ho  shall  neverthe- 
less l)e  ]»aid  the  amount  then  due  from  this  Fund,  but  he  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  any  further  ])aynient  so  long  as  he  shall  remain  in 
the  sam(^  cure  until  he  be  again  enabled  t(X  and  do  certify  that  the 
payments  due  under  the  agreement  with  his  peojde  are  not  more 
than  six  montiis  in  arrear. 

12.  It  is  proposed  that  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  ])ounds 
(t4(l,U()0)  currency  shall  be  raised,  l)ut  if  this  amount  be  not 
realized,  then  the  ])ayment  of  each  elass  of  ]\rissionaries  will  be 
reduced  "  pro  rata  " ;  and  this  scheniii  is  not  to  go  into  operation 
until  at  least  twenty  thousand  pounds  (€-•>, DUO)  shall  have  been 
subscribed  and  ])aid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer.  It  is  hoped, 
however,  not  only  that  the  sum  of  t!-10,00()  will  be  subscril)ed,  but 
that  by  judicious  management  it  will  so  accumulate  as  to  secure  a 
provision  for  the  increase  of  jtarishes,  missions  and  missionaries  in 
this  I'rovince. 

IM.  As  this  Fund  is  raised  with  a  view  to  the  supjiort  of  the 
Ministry  in  places  where  a  sutHcient  provision  for  the  (Uergynuin 
cannot  be  piocured  without  assistance,  it  is  to  be  understood  tlia.t 
no  Clergyman  receiving  an  income  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds 
(C250)  currency  and  ujjwards  ]ier  annum,  from  any  of  the  sources 
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mentioned  in  the  note  to  Clause  9,  sliall  be  entitled  to  any  payment 
from  this  Fund. 

14.  No  Missionary  receiving  any  portion  of  hi'S  stipend  from 
any  Society  in  England,  at  the  time  when  this  Fund  goes  into 
operation,  shall  receive  any  payment  from  this  Fund,  except  such 
as  is  secured  to  him  under  Clauses  2,  3,  h  and  5,  so  long  as  he 
continues  to  receive  the  payment  from  such  Society  in  England. 

The  foregoing  Prospectus  was  accepted  and  ado])ted  at  the 
Annual  General  Meeting'  of  the  Dioci!san  Church  Society,  at 
Halifax,  on  the  12th  day  of  October,  IS  GO  ;  and  the  following 
gentlemen  were  a])pointed  the  (-ommittee  to  carry  the  Church 
Endowment  Fund  into  effect : — Hon.  M.  J5.

1.  To  preserve  all  papers,  ineuiorials,  and  other  documenta, 
to  conduct  correspondence,  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Synod, 
and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  records,  books  and 
documents  under  his, control. 

2.  To  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Synod,  and  all  meetings  of 
Standing  Committees,  and  to  enter  and  record  in  separate  books 
the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  same. 

3.  To  cause  the  proceedings  of  each  session  of  Synod  to  be 
printed  and  distributed,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  in 
each  year. 

4.  To  receive  all  moneys  paid  to  him  under  the  authority  of 
the  Synod,  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  same,  to  keep  them 
.safely,  to  enter  the  several  amounts  in  books  suitable  for  the 
purpose,  under  such  regulations  as  are  made  from  time  to  time  by 
the  Synod  or  the  Executive  Committee,  or  such  other  Committees 
as  are  a])pointed  for  the  purpose,  and  to  deposit  such  moneys  to 
the  credit  of  the  Synod  in  such  chartered  bank  or  banks  of  Canada 
as  are  from  time  to  time  approved  of  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

5.  When  there  are  funds  requiring  investment,  to  report  such 
fact  to  the  Invisstment  Conuuittee,  to  the  end  that  action  may  be 
taken  th(!reon  by  them  at  their  earliest  convenience.

7.  To  submit  to  the  Audit  (Jommittee  when  required,  a  full 
statement  of  the  transactions  connect(;d  with  each  fund,  together 
with  a  list  of  the  securities  belonging  thereto,  and  a  balance  sihcot. 

S,  To  give  security,  under  such  regulations  as  are  jnade  Ikmu 
time  to  time  by  the  Executive  Committee,  for  the  piopur  porfoim- 
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ance  of  his  duties  and  for  tlte  saf"  custody  and  deposit  of  all  such 
moneys,  books  and  papers  as  en  <;  into  his  hands  as  Secretary- 
Treasurer, 

9.  To  attend  to  all  business  of  the  Synod  when  not  in  session, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  Chairman  ior  the  time 
being  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

10.  To  issue,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  or  the 
Executive  Committee,  a  circular,  at  least  two  weeks  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Synod,  to  the  Clerical  and  Lay  members  thereof, 
stating  the  time  and  pla.b  of  meeting,  such  business  as  he  is 
directed  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  sjyecify,  such  notices  of 
motions  as  have  been  previously  sent  to  him,  and  the  order  in 
which  such  motions  and  the  business  of  the  Synod  are  to  be 
considered, 

11.  Generally  to  perform  such  duties  as  are  assigned  to  him 
from  time  to  time  bv  resolution  of  the  Synod,  or  bv  the  Executive 
Committee.

Every  application  for  aid  in  the  erection  of  a  church  must 
contain  the  following  information  : 

1.  The  precise  situation,  especially  with  reference  to  the 
nearest  church  and  to  the  amount  of  population  within  five  miles 
of  the  church. 

2.  The  title  of  the  ground  on  which  the  building  is  to  he 
erected. 

3.  The  size  of  tlie  building,  the  numbers  it  can  accommodate!, 
and  probable  amount  of  the  congregation  that  will  usually  attend 
it. 

4.  The  proposed  cost  of  the  building,  the  progress  it  has  made 
towards  completion,  and  the  amount  of  contributions  on  the  spot 
in  money  or  labor. 

n.  The  frei^ueticy  and  vegulaiity  of  tlie  proyiosed  services  in 
the  church. 

»').     That  all  the  sittings  are  to  be  free  and  unappropriated. 

It  is  the  wish  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  that  no  Cl^rgy- 
nuin  should,  when  building  a  church,  rely  upon  aid  fi^m  thf 
Board  without  first  asceitaining  whether  it  is  in  the  power  of  the 
Board  to  ^^rant  any  assistance. 

All  grants  to  churches  are  made  on  the  following  terms, 
namely  :  That  the  first  moiety  be  called  for  within  (me  year,  and 
the  second  within  two  years,  from  the  date  of  the  grant.  The 
first  moiety  may  be  obtained  when  tin-  exterior  is  finished,  and 
the  second  wiien  tlie  interior  is  finished.  (Irants  to  Parsonages 
are  niath^  on  similar  conditions. 

The  Endowment  Committee  receive  and  hold  any  money  given 
in  trust  for  church  ])ur|i()si's,  and  pay  over  the  annual  interest 
arising  from  the  same,  when  inv(>sted  towards  the  furtherance  of 
the  special  objiuit  for  wliich  it  was  given, 
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GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 

All  donations  of  Ten  Pounds  and  upwards  are  funded,  and  the 
interest  only  applied  to  the  general  purposes  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  will  not  make  its  usual  grant  toward  the  payment 
of  any  Assistant  Missionary  appointed  to  a  separate  cure  unless 
the  people  there  consent  to  pay  toward  the  Endowment  Fund,  0/ 
their  Parish  or  Mission  all  the  proceeds  of  whatever  glebe  lands 
may  be  in  that  Parish. 

All  subscription  lists  received  before  the  31st  March  in 
each  year  will  appear  in  the  next  forthcoming  Report,  while  those 
received  after  that  date  shall  be  omitted. 

If  the  resepvation  and  special  donations  are  not  mentioned  at 
the  time  when  the  contributions  are  sent  in  from  the  Local  Com- 
mittees, the  whole  amount  will  be  considered  as  devoted  to  the 
general  interests  of  the  Board. 


The    attention    of  the    Local  Committee   is   particularly 
requested  to  the  above  regulations. 

All  applications  for  aid  from  this  Board  are  proposed  at  one 
meeting  of  the  Board  and  considered  at  the  next. 

No  person  shall  be  ([nalified  to  vote  at  any  general  meeting  of 
the  Board,  nor  be  elected  a  member,  who  has  not  been  a  subscriber 
for  three  months  preceding  the  day  of  meeting. 

At  the  General  Meeting  in  18(1*.),  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted  :
